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Customs seize £4m 1n illegal drugs

A MAJOR hunt is under way for 
an amphetamine-manufacturing 
factory after the seizure at Dublin 
Airport of £4 million worth of the 
key base chemical for making 
both amphetamines and the de- 
Signer drug, Ecstasy. 

The consignment, amounting 
to 55 kilogrammes, is one of a 
series which are suspected of hav- 
ing arrived in Ireland from South 
Africa since late last year but is 
by far the largest, according to 
Customs and Excise sources.

It is the largest-ever seizure of 
the chemical, benzyl methyl 
ketone (BMK), in Ireland and is 
also one of the largest-ever nar- 
cotics finds in the history of the 
State. It was discovered after a 
carefully co-ordinated interna- 
tional customs operation which 
involved surveillance and intelli- 
pan across Europe. 
rish customs officers were also in 


contact with their counterparts in 
South Africa yesterday and inqui- 
ries there will continue today. 
One senior customs officer said 
last night that the inquiry was at 
an early stage and that it was not 
clear if the manufacturing facility 
was in the Republic, the North or 
Britain. However, the importa- 
tion of the chemical first came to 
light late last year when a small 


quantity was detected by customs 
officers in Cork in what was sus- 
pected to be an experimental op- 
eration. 

The 55-kilogramme consign- 
ment has been under surveillance 
since it arrived in Dublin in June 
in the hope that it would be col- 
lected. When this failed to hap- 

n, a sample was removed on 
Tuesday for examination and 


confirmation was received that it 
was pure BMK. It was trans- 
ported from London on an. Aer 
Lingus flight. 

Customs sources confirmed last 
night that they had been awaiting 
its arrival. It was concealed in a 
drum marked “phenylacetic acid 
fragrance’’ — a chemical used in 
the perfume industry. At least 
three other small quantities of the 


acid have arrived in Ireland in 
recent months and customs offi- 
cers now suspect that they may 
also have contained BMK. 


Although there have been no 
arrests in connection with the 
find, customs officials said last 
night that a follow-up operation 
was continuing. The Irish end of 
the operation was conducted by 
members of the Customs and Ex- 


cise investigation branch and by 
customs officers in Cork. 

BMK is a controlled drug 
under the Misuse of Drugs Act 
and acts as a precursor in the pro- 
duction of amphetamine, during 
which it is combined with 
formamide, a readily available 
chemical. It is also the key chemi- 
cal in the manufacture of Ecstasy 
or “E”’, the designer drug associ- 
ated with the “‘rave”’ craze. 

Although Ecstasy seizures have 
grown rapidly recently, amphet- 
amines have not been a major 
feature of the Irish drugs market. 


CSCE pact 
on peace

THE DECISION to establish 
a new pan-European peace- 
keeping system was the high- 
light of the summit meeting of 
the Conference on Security 
and Co-operation in Europe 
(CSCE) here yesterday. But a 
cloud was cast over the pro- 
ceedings by disagreement 
about how to handle the crisis 
in Yugoslavia, and there were 
dark warnings of further tur- 
moil in other parts of the 
Continent as former commu- 
nist nations become embroiled 
-Im economic crises and a 
revival of ancient ethnic 
rivalries. 

The disagreement about 
Yugoslavia was accentuated 
when France announced 
unilaterally that it was sendin 
helicopter squadrons and 7 
troops to back up the humani- 
tarians relief effort around 
Sarajevo. There was further 
disagreement about an Italian 
proposal to introduce a sea 
and air blockade against 


Serbia. 

The Taoiseach, Mr 
Reynolds, will make his 
formal address to the summit 
today, one in a procession of 


51 heads of state and govern- 


ment from every nation in 
Europe, barring suspended 
Yugoslavia, as well as the 
United States and Canada.

‘“Pandora’s Box” of problems. 
Democracy was not the cause of 
the difficulties but the means by 
which they could be overcome, 
he said.

Tribunal to claim Cabinet 
discussions vital to inquiry

THE Tribunal of Inquiry into the 
Beef Industry will tell the High 
Court today that it will be impos- 
sible to complete its inquiry into 
the Export Credit Insurance 
Scheme (ECIS) unless it is per- 
mitted to question Ministers 
about certain Cabinet discus- 
sions, The Irish Times has 
learned. 

The Attorney General, Mr 
Harry Whelehan, will challenge 
the ruling of the chairman of the 
tribunal, Mr Justice Hamilton, 
that he may ask such questions 
when a judicial.review opens in 
the High Court this morning. 


The question of the confidenti- 
ality of Cabinet discussions will be 
tested for the first time in the case, 
and the Government has made 
clear it will fight the ruling to the 
Supreme Court. 

The issue arose from a dispute 
at the tribunal on Tuesday when 
Mr Justice Hamilton asked Mr 


Ray Burke, the former Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, if he 
could remember any discussion at 


a Cabinet meeting on June 8th, 
1988, about increasing the ECIS 
limit for Iraq to £120 million. 

Mr Henry Hickey SC, for the 
State, immediately objected, say- 
ing he had specific instructions 
from the Attorney General “‘to ob- 
ject to any evidence being given of 
any discussions in government”’. 

The case, which is_ without 
precedent, will centre on the 
State’s claim that inquiries as to 
the existence of discussions, and 
any consideration of discussions, 
would infringe the principle of 
collective responsibility as pro- 
vided for in the Cabinet system of 
government’ established under 
Article 28.4.2 of the Constitution. 

The tribunal, in response, will 


_argue that the Government, under 


the Constitution, is answerable to 
the Dail and that the Dail estab- 
lished the beef tribunal and gave it 
broad terms of reference to enable 
it to conduct its investigation. The 


Government promised full disclo- 
sure to the tribunal. Furthermore, 
the principle of Cabinet confiden- 
tiality is not written into the Con- 
stitution and, as such, is based on 
a convention inherited from the 
British system. 

Legal arguments notwithstand- 
ing, the ruling of the High Court, 
and probably the Supreme Court, 
is now crucial to any further in- 
vestigations of the evidence given 
by politicians to the tribunal 
about the operation of the ECIS. 
It has a particular relevance for 
the Taoiseach, Mr Reynolds, who 
is due to give evidence before the 
end of the month. 

Documentary evidence before 
the tribunal to date shows that Mr 
Reynolds, then Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, told his 
officials that it was his oelief that 
the Cabinet meeting on June 8th, 
1988, had decided two things: to 
increase the limit of export credit 
for beef to Iraq by £120 million, 
and to confine the allocation of 
the major portion of that increase 


to two meat companies, AIBP and 
Hibernia. 


The official minute of that Cab- 


inet meeting, however, simply 
records approval for the text of a 
Bill to increase the ceiling for ex- 
port credit insurance generall 
from £300 million to £5 
million. 


As Mr Burke was the first mem- 
ber of that 1988 Cabinet to appear 
before the tribunal, Mr Justice 
Hamilton wanted “to inquire into 
anything to provide the basis for 
the belief of the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce”’ that that 
Cabinet meeting decided to in- 
crease the level of ECIS to Iraq. 
He also made it clear that, unless 
he was restrained by the High 
Court, he intended to put these 
questions to other witnesses ap- 
pearing before the tribunal. 

Mr Justice Hamilton adjourned 
the tribunal yesterday until Tues- 
day to allow for the High Court 
hearing.

ESB seeks five-year price 
rise of 20%

ELECTRICITY prices may rise by 
more than 20 per cent over the next 
five years to fund a £1.2 billion in- 
vestment programme by the ESB, 
which says that a new power 
station and a major upgrading of 
its network is required if the semi- 
State company is to be able to meet 
future demand. 


The ESB, which has reported a 
£3.9 million surplus for 1991, called 
in its annual report for a “full-scale 
public debate” before any privati- 
sation of the ‘company is counte- 
nanced by the Goverment. The 
“genuine” involvement of all sec- 
tions of the community in such a 
debate is essential, say the di- 
rectors. 

This highly unusual move by the 
board of a semi-State company fol- 
lows the announcement in Febru- 
ary by the Minister for Energy, Mr 


, 


Molloy, that he wants to break the 
ESB’s monopoly of electricity gen- 
eration. A study carried out for the 
ESB by McKinsey, an American 
consultancy firm, has recom- 
mended that the company be reor- 
ganised internally rather than 
broken up, as favoured by the Min- 
ister. 

An electricity price rise was “in- 
evitable”’, Mr Joe Moran, the chief 
executive of the ESB, told a press 
conference in Dublin yesterday to 
announce the 1991 results. It would 
not be prudent, he said, to borrow 
all of the funds for the £1.2 billion 
investment programme. “It is very 
important that a substantial pro- 
portion should be generated from 


‘ 


internal sources, and this inevita- 
bly means that we must increase 
our income through price 
increases.” 

The ESB has sought approval 
from Mr Molloy for a price in- 
crease linked to the rate of infla- 
tion. The company wants to 
negotiate a price plan with the 
Minister which would involve a 
price increase of about four per 
cent a year over each of the next 
five years. 

The application for the annual 
price increase was made to the 
Minister in April, but his Depart- 
ment is still assessing it, according 
to Mr Joe Maher, the ESB’s fi- 
nance director, who said that he 


b 


anticipated that the increase might 
come into effect in November. “It 
is important for the company to get 
the increase”, Mr Maher stressed. 

The ESB says that its prices are 
10 per cent below the EC average 
for industry and 20 per cent below 
the EC norm for consumers. 

The application for price in- 
creases is driven by the company’s 
need for new investment, resulting 
from the increasing level of de- 
mand for electricity. According to 
the company, demand is increasing 
at a rate of over five per cent a year 
and is expected to continue to in- 
crease at this rate. 

The investment plan involves 
spending £200 million on a new 
gas-fired power station at Poolbeg, 
Dublin, £600 million on upgrading 
the supply network and £300 mil- 
lion on the “demothballing” of 
some equipment in existing power 
stations.

Amnesty concern at NI methods

AMNESTY International has ex- 
pressed concern about the inter- 
rogation and detention 
rocedures used by the security 
orces in Northern Ireland, and 
has drawn attention to “deliber- 
ate and arbitrary” killings carried 
out by paramilitary organi- 
sations. 

The organisation’s report for 
the second half of last year, pub- 
lished yesterday, says that several 

ople were killed by the security 
orces in suspicious circum- 
stances during that period. De- 
tainees were reportedly ill-treated 
in custody, the report says. 

The report goes into some de- 
tail on the allegations of ill-treat- 
ment in police custody. “Some 
people detained at Castlereagh in- 
terrogation centre in Belfast al- 
leged that they had been coerced 
into making confessions in the 
absence of lawyers.” 

The report lists a number of 
these cases and the circumstances 


surrounding them. “In May and 
June, at least 12 young men and 
women were arrested and interro- 
gated in connection with the IRA 
killing of a police officer. Five of 
them, including two 1 7-year-olds, 
were charged with murder. 

“The five alleged that they 
were ill-treated, including being 
hit, punched and threatened dur- 


ing interrogation in the absence 
of their lawyers and families.” 


The report also details the case 
of Mr Damian Austin (17), alleg- 
edly arrested and ill-treated twice 
last year. Five men _ from 
Ballymurphy who have _ been 
charged with murder alleged that 
their confessions were obtained 


under duress, according to the 
report. 

The report also deals with a 
number of cases in which civil- 
ians were shot dead by members 
of the security forces in disputed 
circumstances. In some of these 
cases, members of the security 
forces have since been charged 
with murder. 


Sallins case reviewed 


THE Amnesty report also contains 
allegations of ill-treatment of de- 
tainees by gardai in the Nicky Kel- 
ly case. 


The report describes the chro- 
nology of the case in detail and 
renews the group’s call for “an in- 
dependent inquiry into all the alle- 
gations of ill-treatment in custody 
made in connection with the 
Sallins robbery case.” 


“We simply want a full inquiry 
because of the new evidence,” said 


Ms Mary Lawlor, director of the 
Irish section of Amnesty. “The 
case has been monitored by Am- 
nesty headquarters and our con- 
cerns are that the men in question 
have not had their tions fully 
and impartially dealt with. It is im- 
portant that the truth comes out so 
the findings of such an inquiry 
should be made public as soon as 
possible.” 

Issuing the report in Dublin, Ms 
Lawlor said that 1,270 people had 
disappeared after they were ar- 


rested worldwide last year and that 
106 countries still retained the 
death penalty. “Children have been 
tortured in front of their parents 
and parents in front of their chil- 
dren,” she said. 

Elected governments as well as 
dictatorships had abused human 
rights, and unless such rights were

On paramilitary activity, the 
report notes that the number of 
killings by both republican and 
loyalist armed groups increased. 
“During the year, 40 people were 
reportedly killed by the IRA, in- 
cluding 16 active members of the 
security forces. Seven people 
were killed by other republican 
armed groups, and 41 in attacks 
attributed to loyalists. 


“Many of those killed were ci- 
vilians — victims of deliberate 
and arbitrary a by reason of 
their religion or political views.” 


Another international human 
rights organisation, Helsinki 
Watch, has expressed disappoint- 
ment that the British Govern- 
ment has no plans to carry out a 
number of recommendations 
made by that group, including 
stricter controls over the use of 
lethal force, the taping of police 
interrogations, the banning of the 
use of plastic bullets and a better 
procedure for dealing with com- 
plaints against the security forces. 


Attorney General’s 
office understaffed, 
accounts body told

THE office of the Attorney Gen- 
eral has had to enlist the services 
of two retired barristers in order 
to keep pace with the demands on 
the parliamentary-drafting sec- 
tion which drafts legislation, the 
Dail Committee of Public Ac- 
counts has been told. 

Taking evidence from the ac- 
counting officers in the Attorney 
General’s office and the Depart- 
ment of Energy yesterday, the 
committee also heard that al- 
though over £2 billion had been 
spent on State forests since the 
foundation of the State, their cur- 
rent value is estimated at only 
£717 million. 

Mr Matthew Russell, the senior 
legal assistant in the office of the 
Attorney General, told the com- 
mittee that, as a result of gradual 
retirements and resignations, the 
“substantially” decreased num- 
ber of staff in the District Court 
section of the Chief State Solici- 
tor’s office are now concentrating 
on papenns books of evidence 
so that they are available in time 
for court proceedings. 

He said that discussions would 
take place with the Department 
of Finance next week in relation 
to the structure of the Chief State 
Solicitor’s office, where a compe- 
tition was under way to recruit 
more solicitors. 

Mr Russell told the committee 
=. ex actual prosecution of 


cases was being done, by and 
large, by barristers retained for 
the purpose. Asked by Labour 
Party TD, Mr Mervyn Taylor, if 
this was an unnecessary expense 
which could be saved if there was 
adequate staffing, he replied that 
the office would prefer to save 
money by having adequate staff. 

Mr Russell said that the Attor- 
ney General’s office was about to 
make a proposal to the Depart- 
ment of Finance for sanction to 
recruit additional staff believed 
necessary, in addition to the eight 
barristers already drafting legis- 
lation.

Education plan 
worries school 
project group

PROPOSALS in the Green Paper 
on education would prevent the 
setting up of multi-denomina- 
tional schools in the future unless 
the parents were _ incredibly 
wealthy, the co-ordinating com- 
mittee for multi-denominational 
school projects, Educate 
Together, has claimed. 


The group welcomed the publi- 
cation of the Green Paper but ex- 
pressed concern over the 
proposed abolition of the term 
“patron” in favour of the term 
“‘owners/trustees” of school prop- 
erty. “While the terminology of 
‘patron’ is redolent of the 19th 
century with associations that 
may give offence, the Educate 
Together movement has shown 
that it can be given a democratic, 
flexible and relevant interpreta- 
tion, whereby a group with a co- 
herent educational philosophy 
can make a contribution to a pat- 
tern of schooling required by 
parents. 


“In our view, it would be a ret- 
rograde step to introduce a 
requirement that ownership of 

roperty would be the only basis 
or recognition as ‘patron’ or 
nominating authority to the 
board of management as seems to 
be implied in this new terminol- 
ogy. None of the groups which set 
up multi-denominational schools 
owned any school property when 


they were recognised as patrons, 
though they had access to rented 
property, and only two out of the 
10 own such property at present. 
“We believe that, in accor- 
dance with the constitutional 
rights of parents, the current 
practice of identifying a patron — 
empowered to specify the educa-

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A device which can detect poten- 
tially fatal abnormal heartbeats 
and correct them by sending an 
electric pulse, or shock, to the 
heart has been implanted into a 
37-year-old man in St James’s 
Hospital, Dublin. 


The device — a cardio-defibril- 
lator — was implanted into the 
man who had been in good health 
before suffering a heart attack 
recently. Doctors could not find 
any evidence of heart abnormal- 
ity despite intensive tests. 


Dr Killian Robinson, a cardiol- 
ogist and one of the team that 
carried out the operation, said 
that such a condition was ex- 
tremely rare. 


The cardio-defibrillator, which 
is similar to a pacemaker, cor- 
rects rapid and dangerous distur- 
bances in the rhythm of the heart. 


The operation has made Irish 
medical history and cardio-defi- 
brillators are expected to be used 
regularly in the future. 


Dr Killian Robinson writes: 


THE first cardioverter 
defibrillator to be implanted in the 
Republic of Ireland has been 
successfully inserted following a 
recent surgical procedure lasting 
just over three hours in St 
James’s Hospital, Dublin. 

The device, similar in priciple 
to a normal pacemaker, has two 
wires which are introduced into 
the superficial veins through the 
skin and are then passed into the 
right atrium and ventricle of the 


heart. An electrical coil in the 
shape of a flattened patch is 
stitched below the skin under the 
left armpit and a metal box 
containing a variety of sophisti- 
cated microcomputers is_ then 
placed behind the abdominal 
muscles. 

These implantable devices are 
among the more modern tech- 
niques available to cardiologists 
for the treatment of potentially 
lethal disturbances of cardiac 
rhythm. On developing a 
dangerously rapid heart rate, the 


wires, which have been implanted 
in the cardiac chambers, sense 
the alteration in rhythm and relay 
this to the software circuitry in 
the abdominal box. 

Depending on the — 
abnormality, a series of low- 
intensity electric — are then 
automatically discharged and the 
heart is converted back 
normal rhythm, or cardioverted. 
Alternatively, a larger single elec- 
tric shock may be delivered which 
stops all electrical activity 
momentarily — defibrillation — 
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New device to detect abnormal heartbeats an option for patients 


and this is then followed by 
resumption of the normal heart 
beat. 

Automatic implantable 
cardioverter defibrillators, or 
AICDs, are now increasingly used 
as a treatment option in patients 
who have been successfully 
resuscitated from cardiac arrest or 
who have intractable and intoler- 
able heart rhythm disturbances. 

The current patient was excep- 
tional: a 37-year-old survivor of 
an out-of-hospital cardiac arrest, 
he had previously been in excel- 


lent health and no evidence could 
be found of any underlying car- 
diac abnormality whatsoever, 
despite the most exhaustive car- 
diac investigations. Such _indi- 
viduals number only a relative 
handful in medical literature. 
The usual pacemaker operation 
is nowadays a relatively minor 
affair, and is often carried out 
under local anaesthetic by a single 
Operator with the assistance of a 
nurse and a cardiac technician.

HAVE YOU ever had the 
chance to view a real 
Rembrandt? — ‘The Phil- 
osopher’, “Jans Six’, or 
“‘The Lamentations of 
Jeremias at the Destruction 
of Jerusalem’? On any one 
of these one could rest the 
case that Rembrandt was a 
master of the sunbeam, a 
lord of light and shade, and 
most of all a seneschal par 
excellence of shadows. 

Although we think of a 
shadow as being in two 
dimensions as, for 
example, when one is cast 
on a wall by a lamp — they 
have, in fact, got three 
dimensions. Opaque objects 
reduce the illumination in a 
region of space — not _ 
on a single surface. e 
three-dimensionality of 
Shadows is much in evi- 
dence when they are seen 
im tne context. of 
crepuscular rays. 

repuscular rays are one 
of nature’s most common 
optical deceptions. In their 
simplest form, they mani- 
fest themselves as the sun 
piercing through a layer of 
cloud — or what in olden 
times was thought of as 
“the sun drawing water’. 

They are directed down- 
wards at a slight angle to 
the vertical and stand out 
clearly because the light is 
scattered by mist and dust 
suspended in the atmos- 
phere. 

It was supposed 
popularly — but of course 
erroneously — that the rays 
were concentrations of 
water-vapour, allowing 


water to return to the sky © 


so that it could rain again; 
the shafts of light were 
seen, aS it were, as giant 
pipes through which the 
sun sucked water upwards 
for another shower. 

But it is when the sun is 
low in the sky, or even 
below the horizon in the 
late evening or early morn- 
ing, that crepuscular rays 
can be seen at their spec- 
tacular best. The red or 
rose-coloured sunbeams 
diverge upwards from 
behind a distant cumulus or 
cumulonimbus, the crimson 
Stripes spreading outwards 
in a huge fan. 

And in between them 
are the “rays” of shadow 
cylinders of relative 
darkness alternating with 
the light. It is from _ its 
striking appearance in this 
particular guise that the 
phenomenon gets its name; 
crepusculum is the Latin 
word for “twilight’’. 

Their apparent fan-like 
orientation is, of course, an 
optical illusion. The light 
comes from the sun, which 
is 90 million miles or so 
away, and the rays which 
reach us from it are as near 
parallel to each other as 
parallel can be. 

They appear to converge 
near the horizon — or to 
diverge from the horizon, if 
you prefer — for the same 
reason that straight and 
parallel railway lines, or the 
two sides of a long wide 
Street, appear to meet in 
the very far distance.

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Women are 
offering new 
leadership 
—President

“MNA an Domhain” became 
part of the new vocabulary cre- 
ated by the President, Mrs Robin- 
son, when she launched the 
Global Forum of Women with 
President Vigdis Finnbogadottir 
of Iceland at the Abbey Theatre 
in Dublin yesterday. 


The two presidents got a rap- 
turous reception from the several 
hundred delegates from some 49 
countries. Many from African 
and Asian countries who wore 
national dress threw a refreshing 
dash of exotic colour into the 
otherwise dull and functional au- 
ditorium. The stage set for the 
current production of “Drama at 
Innish”’ also helped to lighten the 
bunker-like effect. 


However, apart from vigorous 
clapping and a couple of “‘yahoo”’ 
shrieks, the overall tone was po- 
lite and subdued but perfectly 
tuned, as befitted the input of 
Garry Hynes, the Abbey’s artistic 
director, who will be speaking at 
the summit.Young women musi- 
cians, in a duo called Dordonn, 
interspersed the proceedings with 
Irish airs and Maire Ni 
Dhnomnaill sang poignant songs 
in Irish. 

Ms Monica Barnes TD, who 
has been co-ordinating the Irish 
secretariat with Dr M Fine- 
Davis of Trinity College, had a 
ring of satisfaction in her voice 
when she introduced “the only 
two elected women Heads of 
State in the world”’. 


Several of the internationally 
known women who were to at- 
tend had to withdraw at the last 
moment. These included Ms 
Benazir Bhutto of Pakistan, Ms 
Betty Bigombe from Uganda and 
the writer, Alice Walker. 


The theme of the summit, 
which begins this morning at Ju- 
rys Hotel, is “‘New Visions of 
Leadership”, and, in her speech, 
Mrs Robinson cautioned the dele- 
gates on the dangers and respon- 
sibilities that go with achieving 
eminence. 

Much of her speech was de- 


voted to the “visionary” aspects 
of communal leadership, which 


was being pioneered and shaped 


by women. This method of dia- 
logue and _ co-operation ' was 
“fresh, radical, blurs old distinc- 
tions and heals old divisions”’. In 
this context, she warned the audi- 
ence, most of whom are achievers 
in a wide variety of areas, to take 
this approach: “It would be. very 
easy for any of us as women, 
placed in positions of responsi- 
bility, to ignore this dialogue in 
favour of the older methods of 
traditional leadership: where in- 
dividual action is seen as solitary 
reward.” 


President Finnbogadottir’ con- 
gratulated Ireland for holding the 
summit, although it is reliably be- 
lieved that it only came to Dublin 
after being turned down by Ice- 
land. Sources have said that the 
demands of the United States or- 
ganisers were considered “too 
rigid” by the Icelandic women. 


Ms Finnbogadottir, in the 
course of an snag serious 
and light address, said women 
must be very cautious when em- 
barking on freedom. Their main 
threat was mockery and anything 
that could cause it. If one woman 
was criticised, it reflected on all 
women. If this happened with 
men, it was usually only reduced 
to an aspersion on their national- 
ity. In this respect, women were 
treated as more global and more 
cosmopolitan, a phenomenon that 
did not apply to men, she said to 


laughter. 


Since the initial complaints 
about the overall price of £180 to 
attend the summit, the Irish orga- 
nisers have made bursaries avail- 
able to women’s groups and each 
session can be attended for a once- 
off fee of £15. Several Irish speak- 
ers will also take part over the 
next few days, including the politi- 
cians, Ms Mary O’Rourke and 
Mrs Maire Geoghegan-Quinn, as 
well as Ms Patricia O’Donovan, 
assistant secretary of the Irish 
Congress of Trade Unions. Presi- 
dent Robinson concluded her 
address with a few short lines:

all such alliances, “are actuall 

very difficult” because of tradi- 
tionally practical differences such 
as race, culture, wealth and ex- 
pectations. 

She pointed out that whereas 
previously, the world was divided 
into rich and poor societies, now 
it was being viewed as a place 
made up of waste generating, 
waste re-cycling and waste avoid- 
ing societies. She said we should 
boycott goods produced by envi- 
ronmentally threatening meth- 
ods. Women hold the monopoly 
on consumer power, being res- 
ponsible for 70 per cent of items 
purchased. 

According to Ms_ Sharon 
Capeling, director of the United 
Nations Fund for Women, of 
some 400 speeches heard at the 
recent Global Conference in Rio 
de Janeiro, “‘only 15 were deliv- 
ered by women”. Ms Capeling 
compared the women’s lobby at 


the UN to the grain of sand bus 
at work within an oyster’s shell. 
“Our job is to irritate.’ She said 
that women, because of their role 
within the home, “shoulder the 
burden of the degradation of the 
global environment”’. 


Ms Capeling, who spoke of the 
unpaid labour of women and of 
the importance of stressing the 
“female advantage’, nominated 
the President, Mrs Robinson, as 
‘“‘a practical example of what we 
talk about when we refer to the 
female advantage”. 


Obviously unimpressed by the 
under-representation of 
women she experienced at the 
Global Conference, Ms 
Capeling’s indignation was 
summed up by her comment: 
“Once we got to Rio, it was about 
separating not the men from the 
boys, but the men from the 
women.”

THE two former Presbyterian

Call to ‘reclaim’

“It is unrealistic in the global 
economy within which the com- 
pany must trade to expect inter- 
ests which have only a peripheral 
connection with the Irish econo- 
my to look out for Irish jobs, de- 
velop new Irish products and 
protect the Waterford brand 
name,”’ the statement says. 


The combination of entrepre- 
neurship and craft.skills that have 
made Waterford Crystal an inter- 
national success would not be 
found wanting in the new situa- 
tion, the statement said. The 
company should have the com- 
mitment as well as the means to 
secure its future. “It cannot be 
left to interests who have obliga- 
tions to shareholders outside Ire- 
land ,” the statement said.

TDs to meet 
again over 


US visas

OIREACHTAS members who 
have been abusing a special chan- 
nel for short-term US visa appli- 
cations are to be called to account 
by their parties, and the US em- 
bassy has agreed to have further 
discussions with TDs on the 
issue, a meeting between US em- 
bassy officials and an all-party 
delegation of TDs decided in 
Dublin, yesterday. 

The meeting was prompted by 
the embassy’s decision to. refuse 
to accept any further references 
from TDs and senators request- 
ing short-term visas for constitu- 
ents, on the grounds that this 
facility was being abused. The de- 
cision, which still holds, was con- 
veyed to party whips in a letter 
last week by the acting chief of 
the consular section, Mr Paul 
Fitzgerald. 

Up to 12 per cent of recent ap- 
plicants who had been granted 
visas on guarantees from public 
representatives had failed to 
report back to the embassy as 
required on return, the delegation 
led by Fianna Fail TD Mr Liam 
Lawlor was told yesterday. 

This procedure of reporting 
back applies to all applicants who 
had initially been refused visas, 
and who were then granted them 
on foot of a reference from a pub- 
lic representative or other respon- 
sible guarantor. 

Mr Lawlor told The Irish Times 
that the TDs had accepted that 
there may have been abuses, but 
they in turn stressed the social di- 
mension and the strength of fam- 
ily connections cross the 
Atlantic.

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_ Presbyterian leader 
condemns marchers

DEPLORING the conduct of a 
section of the Orange Order 
marchers on the Lower Ormeau 
Road in Belfast on Wednesday 
night, the Moderator of the Pres- 
byterian Church, the Rt Rev Dr 
John Dunlop, said yesterday that 
the right to m_ :ch did not confer 
the right to insult other people 
and bring disgrace upon Prot- 
estants. 

Nothing justified the kind of 
behaviour which was witnessed 
during the parade, Dr Dunlop 
said. He joined in the condemna- 
tion of the actions of those 
marchers who chanted “‘Up the 
UFF’”’ as they passed by the book- 
maker’s shop where five Catho- 
lics were murdered by the UFF in 
February. 

Some of the marchers and a 
number of supporters also made 
five-fingered gestures in reference 
to the five who were murdered, 
and at least five of the bands 


loudly played ““The Sash” as they 
nested past the betting office, 
in defiance of the wishes of the 
march organisers. 

“This kind of provocative be- 
haviour is inconsistent with the 
Christian faith and undoes care- 
ful work in building trust and 
respect within the communities,” 
Dr Dunlop said. He welcomed 
the Orange Order’s decision to in- 
vestigate the incidents. 

The Order’s chief executive, 
Mr George Patton, said that a 
small minority of the marchers 
allowed themselves to be pro- 
voked by protesters from the 
Lower Ormeau area who were 
campaigning to have the march 
rerouted. The action of the of- 
fending marchers could not be 
condoned. Mr Patton added that 
the bands were requested to play 
hymns as they passed the book- 
maker’s office. 

The Alliance Party leader, Dr 
John Alderdice, said that the 
Order should not be making in- 
quiries, but apologising to the 


people in the area. “The behav- 
iour of some of the marchers and 
bandsmen was provocative and 
disgraceful. For an organisation 
which describes itself as Christian 
to be associated with such coat- 
trailing and, in particular, with 
such gross disrespect to the 
people who were recently mur- 
dered by a loyalist terror gang is 
quite appalling,” he added. 

The Sinn Fein president, Mr 
Gerry Adams, said that national- 
ists accepted that the Orange 
Order had the right to organise 
and to march. “People do not, 
however, have the right to parade 
through areas where their behav- 
iour and presence will cause great 


offence ,”’ he said. 

“In the turbulent history of this 
state, Orangeism has for national- 
ists represented oppression, vio- 
lence and anti-Catholicism. 
Orange marches, the 
triumphalism which accompanies 
them, and the songs which are 
played, represent all that is bad in 
the North,”” Mr Adams added. 


Court told of ‘frenzied’ 
knife attack on woman 


AT THE Old Bailey in London 
yesterday, during the trial in 
which two sisters are accused of 
murdering Mrs Alison 
Shaughnessy, her husband Mr 
John Shaughnessy, who was born 
in Ireland, listened as the details 
of his wife’s fight against a knife- 
wielding killer were recounted. 
He held his head in his hand as he 
heard a pathologist, Professor 
Rufus Crompton, describe the 
attack as “‘frenzied”’. 


Professor Crompton - said: 
“While she was being killed she 
probably defended herself and 
tried to avoid the blows. The 
wounds were inflicted in rapid 
succession. It could have been 
done in two or three minutes. 


“She would have been uncon- 


scious in a matter of five to six. 


seconds. She was not only bleed- 
ing to death, but was asphyxiated. 
Death may well have taken a 
minute or two after that, but not 
much longer.” The pathologist 
said he counted 54 stab wounds 
on the body. 

Asked by Mr Justice Blofeld 


whether the force used was be- 
yond that of a woman, he replied: 
‘“‘No. I thought it would suggest 
the capability of a female.” The 
fatal wound was from a knife 
thrust behind her breastbone 
which severed the carotid artery 
and her windpipe, Professor 
Crompton said. 


The wounds had probably been 
inflicted by a sharp, single-edged 
knife with a five-inch blade — 
but he did not rule out more than 
one weapon being used. 


The prosecution has alleged 
that Mrs Shaughnessy was killed 
by her husband’s lover, Ms Mi- 
chelle Taylor, and Ms Taylor’s 
younger sister, Lisa. Ms Taylor 
and Mr Shaughnessy had been 
having an affair, and Mrs 
Shaughnessy was murdered in a 
jealous rage, according to Mr 
John Nutting, prosecuting. 

Ms Michelle Taylor (21), who 
worked as a cleaner at the clinic 
where Mr Shaughnessy was also 
employed, and her sister Lisa 
(18), a window-cleaner, both of 
Kemble Road, Forest Hill, south 


London, deny murder. They are 
accused 0 attacking Mrs 
Shaughnessy as she arrived home 
from work at her flat in Vardens 
Road, Battersea, south London, 
on June 3rd last year. 

Earlier the court was told Mi- 
chelle Taylor was “hysterical” 
after she and Mr Shaughnessy 
found Mrs Shaughnessy’s body. 
“She said she had given John 
Shaughnessy a lift home and they 
had both found Alison,” WPC 
Lesley McDonald told the court. 
“She had touched Alison’s body 
and it was cold and she had gone 
to the nearby pub to call the 
police.” 

Dr Michael Unsworthwhite 
told the jury he saw two young 
women running from Mrs 
Shaughnessy’s front door as he 
cycled home to Vardens Road. 
‘Something about the two 
‘jarred’, he said. Although they 
appeared to be jogging, one was 
carrying a bulky bag as if they 
were going to the launderette, but 
they were running in the wrong 
direction, he said. 

The trial continues today. 


EC court 
overrules 
book price 
agreement

A RULING by an EC court yester- 
day prohibiting publishers from 
fixing retail prices in bookshops 
will make little difference in Ire- 
land, where two of the main book- 
stores have said they do not expect 
any immediate drop in prices. 

rhe court found that the British: 
Publishers Association had no 
right to fix retail prices and no 
right to curb bookshops from hold- 
ing special sales. The decision of 
the EC Lower Court of First 
Instance applies to both Ireland 
and Britain and covers about 80 
per cent of the books sold here. 


Clé — the Irish Book Publish- 
ers’ Association — said the deci- 
sion was a “damaging blow” to 
Irish bookselling. The Irish book 
trade, backed by formal support 
from the Taoiseach’s office, had 
supported the British Publishers 
Association in its appeal to permit 
the continued operation of the Net 
Book Agreement in Ireland. 


Mr Michael Gill, of the associa- 
tion, said the Irish book trade had 
been strongly supported by the Net 
Book Agreement, which encour- 
aged shops to stock particular 
books by preventing publishers 
from designating other titles as 
cut-price “net books”. 


“Since the greatest proportion of 
‘consumer books’ on sale in Ireland 
come from the UK, this support 
will be denied to Irish booksellers 
in respect of net books imported 
from the UK,” Mr Gill said. 


He said an English court had 
ruled that the agreement operated 
in the public interest. Without the 
agreement there would be fewer 
and less well-stocked bookshops, 
fewer titles would be published, 
and the price of books overall 
would be higher. 


Mr Harold Clarke, chairman of 
Easons, one of the biggest book 
retailers in the State, said he did 
not think the court’s decision 
would make any difference to Ire- 
land or the price of books. 


“Hopefully, it won’t make any 
difference ... People here have al- 
ways observed the publishers’ 
recommended prices and have 
found it a sensible thing to do. I 
expect things will remain the same. 
While price-cutting would be in our 
interests, it would not be in the 
interests of the smaller companies 
or of literature generally.” 


More Irish women travelling for abortions

THE number of Irish women 
travelling for abortions in Britain 
is rising, according to new statis- 
tics published by the British 
Office of Population Censuses and 
Surveys (OPCS). 

The figures show that 4,152 
women from the Republic had 
legal abortions in England and 

ales in 1991, up from 4,063 
during the previous year. The 


sharpest increase was seen in the 
last quarter of 1991, when 1,008 
Irish women, not residents in 
Britain had abortions, a rise of 


more than eight _ cent on the 
same period in 1990. 

The Republic accounts for more 
non-resident abortions carried out 
in England and Wales than any 
other state — more than a third of 
the total. France is the second 
most common country of origin, 
with only 586 in the fourth quar- 


ter of 1991. 

The rise is most marked among 
women under the age of 20. The 
number of women in their teens 
who had legal terminations in 
England and Wales rose by 
almost 20 per cent between the 
last quarter of 1990 and 1991 (140 
and 174 respectively). 

The Irish rise goes against the 
trend for non-residents as a 
whole. The total number of abor- 
tions had by non-residents fell 


‘ 


from 2,980 in the December quar- 
ter of 1990 to 2,804 the following 
ear, a decline of six per cent. 
is mirrored a similar decline in 
abortions for residents of England 
and Wales, down 2,588 to 39,338. 
Under the British 1967 Abor- 
tion Act, all terminations have to 
be reported to the OPCS, a 
government body which compiles 
the statistics. Abortions can be 
carried out privately or under the 
National Health Service. 


For residents, abortions are 
almost equally divided between 
public and private health facili- 
ties. But Irish women and other 
non-residents rely almost 
exclusively on fee-charging 
clinics. In the December quarter 
of 1991, only 17 non-resident 
women had abortions under the 
NHS compared with 2,878 private 
terminations. Private clinics 
charge about £280, but fees can 
be as high as_ £530.

Statements on letter appear to be inconsistent 


“THE national interest coincided 
at that point in time with his 
Organisation’s interest.” Thus Mr 
Seamus Brennan described in his 
evidence to the beef industry tri- 
bunal yesterday the relationship 
between Mr Larry Goodman and 
the nation as it appeared to him 
in November 1987. 

The “national interest”’ has be- 
come one of the stock phrases in 
the tribunal, and Mr Brennan had 
his own version of it. When he 
admitted that he carried out no 
studies to determine what it was, 
and that he understood it merely 
to be the largest cheque coming 
into the country from exports 
abroad, Mr Justice Hamilton 
remarked to him: “You look into 
your heart and decide what the 
national interest is.” 

Seeing into Mr Brennan’s heart 
was made none the easier by the 
fact that his evidence yesterday 
seemed in a number of respects to 
be inconsistent with other parts 
of his own evidence, with the evi- 
dence of other witnesses, and 
with a press statement and radio 
interview given by Mr Brennan 
last April. Many, but not all, of 
these contradictions centred on 
the now-celebrated letter which 
Mr Brennan authorised to be 


given to Mr Goodman on No- 
vember 27th, 1987. 

Mr Brennan showed consider- 
able annoyance at being ques- 
tioned on this matter. He 
confessed himself “at a loss to 
know why we’re — SO sancti- 
monious about this.” The impor- 
tance of the letter at this stage lies 
chiefly in the fact that Mr Bren- 
nan has now said a number of 
things about it which cannot be 
reconciled with each other. 

The letter itself was a commu- 
nication between Mr Brennan 
and the Iraqi Trade Minister, Mr 
Hamza, chiefly confirming de- 
tails of the new limits for Irish 
ECIS cover for Iraq. A draft of it 
was given to Mr Goodman, 
apparently on November 27th, at 
Mr Brennan’s behest, and he took 
it to Baghdad before Mr Hamza 
had received it officially. 

It is not in itself an immensel 
important document. Its signifi- 
cance lies mainly in its being a 
part of a pattern of events at a 
crucial time in the ECIS saga. No- 
vember 27th, 1987, is also: 

@ the day on which Halal had 
its cover withdrawn. 

@ the day on which Goodman 
delivered a letter to the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce 


looking for $52 million cover and 
urging that other applications 
should be rejected. This letter was 
then returned to Goodman and 
came back with the same date but 
with an application for $155 
million. : 

@ the day on which Mr Reyn- 
olds met his officials to make de- 
cisions about ECIS cover. 

It is in this context that Mr 
Brennan’s failure to give a consis- 
tent explanation of his own 
actions on and around that day 
becomes important. Among the 
inconsistencies are: 

1. In his press statement of 
April 3rd, Mr Brennan says that 

r Goodman wanted “a draft” of 
the letter and that “he was fur- 
nished with a draft”. On“*Morning 
Ireland” on April 7th, he said that 
"I agreed and authorised the fur- 
nishing of a draft letter to him’. 
In his evidence to the tribunal 
however, he became indignant 
when it was suggested that he 
might have given Mr Goodman a 
draft of the letter and said that he 
would object to any such sugges- 
tion. He insisted that Mr Good- 
man did not ask for a draft and 
that there was never any question 
of giving him one. What he was to 
be given was the letter itself. 


Mr Seamus Brennan has now 
said a number of things about a 
letter he authorised to be given to 
Mr Larry Goodman, which 
cannot be reconciled with each 
other, Fintan O’Toole 
reports from the tribunal. 


When the inconsistency was 

inted out to him by Mr Gerard 
Durkan, barrister, for Mr Dick 
Spring, TD, he said that this was 
merely “splitting hairs”. 

n his press statement, Mr 
Brennan says that “on November 
30th, I signed the final revised 
draft of my letter to Minister 
Hamza”. Yesterday, he told the 
tribunal that his “reconstruction” 
of the matter now is that he 
signed it on November 27th. Be- 
tween the press statement and 
yesterday's evidence, Mr Bren- 
nan’s private secretary gave evi- 
dence that he did not think it 


ssible that Mr Brennan could 

ave signed the letter on Novem- 

ber 30th, since they were both in 
Brussels on that day. 

3. In his press statement and 
radio interview, Mr Brennan said 
the reason he gave the “draft” to 
Mr Goodman was that the matter 
was urgent and he knew that “the 
official letter would not have 
reached Baghdad for a couple of 
days." Since Mr Goodman was 
going to Baghdad urgently and 
needed to be able to show it to the 
Iraqis before the final letter 
reached Baghdad, it was impor- 
tant that Mr Goodman should be 


able to show the Iraqis a draft 
before the official letter arrived. 
Yesterday, Mr Brennan said: “I 
wasn’t thinking in terms of es 
it to him before it got to Ira 
He said that he assumed that the 
letter would have arrived in Iraq 
before, or at the same time as, Mr 
Goodman did. 


4. In his press statement, Mr 
Brennan says that he intended Mr 
Goodman to show the letter to 
the officials in Iraq with whom he 
was negotiating because “Mr 
Goodman required to be able to 
confirm this position with the 
Iraqis as a matter of considerable 
urgency.” In his evidence to the 
tribunal he maintained that he 
believed that the Iraqis would al- 
ready have seen the letter by the 
time Mr Goodman met them. 


5. In his radio interview and 


his evidence to the tribunal Mr 


Brennan says that he “‘authorised 
my 


ter, but didn’t bother to find out 
how it had been done. “I was a 
busy guy... I didn’t concern my- 
self with the details.” In evidence 


to the tribunal, however, Mr 


Brennan’s private secretary said 
that he was not so authorised and

These im- 
portant considerations were the 
reasons why he refused to give Mr 
Goodman a letter for the Iraqis 
on November 26th. On the other 
hand, by the following day, when 
he authorised the giving of the 
letter to Mr Goodman, he 
regarded the giving of the letter as 
“very much a routine matter” and 
“an ordinary trading practice”. By 
now, according to Mr Brennan on 
"Morning Ireland", giving the let- 
ter was no longer against Irish 
trading interests, but “in the 
national interest”. 

7. On the one hand, Mr Bren- 
nan told the tribunal that he took 
Mr Goodman’s proposals for a £1 
billion deal with the Iraqis “with a 
pinch of salt” as the sort of “glam- 
orous proposal” that he was hear- 


ing from exporters “every day of 
my working life”. On the other 
hand, the official minutes of the 
Ireland-Iraq Joint Trade Com- 
mission of 1988 record support 
for this venture as one of the pri- 
mary objectives pursued by Mr 
Brennan. 

In the light of the discrepancies 
between his press statement and 
his sworn statement to the tribu- 
nal, Mr Brennan might have been 
expected to at least accept that 
the former was unfortunately in- 
accurate. He refused to do so, 
however. “At the time both were 
written,” he said, “they were both 
accurate.” 

Mr Brennan made it clear to 
the tribunal that his own words 
were not always to be taken on 
face value. Having described 
himself as, at the time, “Ireland’s 
salesman”, he went on to describe 
three of his own recorded state- 
ments as “gobbledygook trade 
talk", “sales talk” and “political 
licence”. When it was put to him 
that he had told Mr Gus Fitzpat- 
rick of Taher Meats in Baghdad 
that his company would get its 
fair share of ECIS cover, he said: 
"I may well have said that. It 
sounds OK... You can’t ask a Min- 
ister if he means what he says."

THE Minister for Education, Mr 
Seamus Brennan, told the tribu- 
nal yesterday that he thought the 
issue of his authorisation of a 
copy of a letter to his Iraqi 
counterpart to be given to Mr 
Larry Goodman when he went 
to Iraq in 1987, was a “‘lot of hot 
air about nothing.” 

Mr Brennan was — ques- 
tioned by Mr Eoin McGonigal, 
SC, for the tribunal, about a 
draft letter which was given to 
Mr Goodman in November 1987, 
which was addressed to the Iraqi 
Minister for Trade, Mr Hamza, 
confirming that the Government 
was extending the credit period 
on export credit insurance from 
12 to 18 months. 

Yesterday at the tribunal, Mr 
Brennan, who was then Minister 
of State for Trade and Market- 
ing, said that he solidly stood 
over his authorisation of the 
letter. 

He stated that he resented and 
was greatly annoyed about the 
Suggestion that he had ‘“‘leaked’”’ 
the letter to Mr Goodman. He 
denied that he leaked any letter 
and said that he did not want to 
read in the morning or this 
evening’s newspapers: ‘Minister 
denies leak”’. then he said: 
“But, no doubt, that will happen 
again.” 

“I defend completely giving a 
copy to Mr Goodman who was a 
substantial exporter going out 
there to pursue his business and 
possibly to negotiate more,” he 
said. 

Mr McGonigal asked if Mr 
Brennan thought the tribunal 
was making a mountain out of a 
molehill about the letter. The 
witness replied that he did not 
want to annoy the chairman and 
he had been told not to annoy 
the tribunal. ‘I think it’s a lot of 
hot air about nothing,” he said. 

He stated that he particularly 
resented the notion that after 
five years in various Govern- 
ment offices, he would leak a 
Government document of any 
sort. He was particularly ang 
with that. He said he would as 


the people who wrote those 
words not to write them again. 

Mr Brennan said that he had 
told Minister Hamza privately in 
Dublin that the credit period was 
being extended to 18 months at a 
Joint Commission meeting be- 
tween Ireland and Iraq in Dublin 
in September 1987. The letter 
was written to confirm the ex- 
tended credit period. 

He said that Mr Larry Good- 
man came to see him at his 
Office in the Department of 
Industry and Commerce, on 
November 26th, 1987. Mr 
Goodman had wanted to discuss 
the extended credit terms for 
Iraq and a proposed joint 
venture in Iraq. Over the credit 
terms, Mr Goodman had been 
“a bit short with him”, the 
witness said. Mr Goodman was 
due to visit Iraq within the next 
few days. 


_ Mr Goodman had been impa- 
tient because he knew that Mr 
Brennan had told his Iraqi coun- 
terpart in private that the credit 
period was to be extended to 18 
months and that this had not 
been written formally. He had 
told the then Minister for State 
that it had been two months 
since the Joint Commission and 
he queried the reason that it had 
not been followed up in writing. 

He was requested by Mr 
Goodman to sénd a message of 
goodwill to Iraq in relation to the 
oint venture. He reminded the 

inister that the joint venture 
had previously been mentioned 
with Minister Hamza at the Joint 
Commission. 

“He went on to discuss with 
me the question of whether he 
could bring with him a letter to 
Iraq to Minister Hamza and I 
declined that offer,” he stated. 
Mr Goodman then asked if he 
would write to Minister 
Brennan’s ite number con- 
a the 18-month credit-term 
period. 
At this stage, Mr Brennan 
said, the letter was already in 
draft form in the Department 
mainly because the Irish Ambas- 
sador in Iraq, Mr Patrick 
McCabe, had telexed on 
November 6th, seeking some- 
thing in writing for the Iraqi 
Government on this matter. 

Mr Goodman’s views coin- 
cided with that of the ambassa- 
dor that it should be confirmed 
in writing to the Iraqis. He 
decided that the letter of con- 
firmation should be sent through 
the usual diplomatic channels 


and it was not for Mr Goodman 
to deliver. Mr Brennan said he 
was happy to write to Minister 
Hamza and let Mr Goodman 
have a copy of that. 

Mr McGonigal asked what the 
witness remembered about the 
sequence of how Mr Goodman 

ot the letter. Mr Brennan said 
that the coverage of the tribunal 
annoyed him greatly. 

He stated that he stood over 
giving a major exporter a copy 
of the letter. It was in the 
national interest and everybody’s 
interest. He was quite happy 
that that was a proper course of 
action and he resented the use of 
the word “leak” in that regard 
which had been used in a lot of 
the newspapers. 

He had authorised his private 
office to give the copy and he 
stood over what he had done 
and he would do so again. It 
made perfect sense, he told the 
tribunal. 

As junior Minister for Trade, 
his job was to promote exports. 
He was the ‘‘salesman for 
Ireland”. He was quite annoyed 
to see he was reported as admit- 
ting leaking something 

“Not to have confirmed Gov- 
ernment eewg to a major 
exporter would have been highly 
irresponsible,” he stated. He 
said that it was not a question of 
confirming anything to Mr 
Goodman, who already knew 
that there was an 18-month 
credit period. Mr Brennan said 
that what he was doing was 
confirming the terms to his 
Opposite number. 

arlier, Mr Brennan stated 
that before the Joint Commission 
in September 1987, there was no 
formal meeting between him and 
the then Minister: for Industry 
and Commerce, Mr Reynolds, 
about the conditions and terms 
relating to Iraq. In Leinster 
House, they ran into each other 
in the corridors all the time. A 
lot of this was done “on the 
run”. 

He had met the then Taoi- 
seach, Mr Haughey, as_ well. 
Anybody who knew the then 
Taoiseach, Mr nye ome would 
know that it was his wont to 
‘grab junior Ministers by the 
scruff of the neck in the corri- 
dors, and at one such event, 
with the Taoiseach, he explained 
he had the marvellous idea of 
er om. export credit.

Mr Brennan said there was 
nothing mysterious about the 
telex which was supposed to be 
missing. It expressed good 
wishes “and the gobbledygook 
of trade” which one had to go 
on with when one wished to 
a business moving. 

ere was nothing to it as far 
as he and -his officials were 
concerned other than the fact 
that the telex was now “non- 
locatable”. This was surprising 
to him. 

However, he said, it should 
not be picked out in a conspira- 
torial atmosphere but should be 
seen in the context of five telex 
messages. 

Mr Brennan said that before 
he travelled to the Baghdad Fair 
in October 1988, Mr:-Gooman 
has asked to see him again to 
talk about a proposed joint ven- 
ture and discuss the trading 
house idea with him. 

He said that it was clear from 
the notes what his attitude was 
towards Mr Goodman on the 
joint venture. He had earlier 
refused to go to Baghdad for Mr 
Goodman or send Officials there 
on behalf of the venture which 
Mr Goodman said was worth £1 
billion over three years. 

However, prior to the 
Baghdad fair they had discussed 
the idea of trading houses which 
involved a system of bartering or 
swapping and bartering and 
grouping Irish exporters together 
in a consortium to develop 
export markets. 

On November 2nd, 1988, he 
had a briefing with Mr Reynolds 
before going to Baghdad so that

he might become aware of Gov- 
ernment policy when dealing 
with the Iraqis. 

The notes from the meeting 
showed that the credit limit was 
£150 million and any increase 
was being opposed by the 
Department of Finance. 

t was also clear from the 
notes, he said, that there was no 

to confine cover to particu- 
ar companies and that the credit 
‘limit had almost been reached. 

He said that on leaving the 
meeting, he could have been 
aware that there was to be a 
general increase in the export 
credit scheme. 

He was not aware, however, 
of any more than that because 
he had to do what he termed 
“an ET” from Baghdad and call 
home to find out if the credit line 
had been increased. 

He had not been able to 
contact the then Minister for 
passat A and Commerce, Mr 
Reynolds, but had been put in 
touch with Mr Ray MacSharry, 
the Minister for Finance, who 
would not allow him to give a 
specific figure. 

He was told, however, by Mr 
MacSharry, that in order to seal 
the deals involved, he could tell 
the Iraqis that there “would be a 
substantial increase” in cover. 

At that time, he was sitting 
down surrounded by men in 
uniforms “‘with guns sticking out 
of them” while his officials had 
— pens in their hands. 

e said his main concern at 
that time was the Parc Hospital 
contract which was under threat 
from a German consortium. 

Mr MacSharry had told him 
that if the words “substantial 
increase” did not work, he 
should come home. If he had 
done so he might have damaged 
a and he did not want to do 
that. 

Mr Brennan recalled that he 
had met Mr Gus Fitzpatrick and 
Mr Taher, of Taher meats before 
going to oe and they had 
complained that a major exporter 
had been given an additional £80 
million export cover increase 
and they had been unable to get 
a? cover from ICI. 

e had only been able to give 
Mr Taher the official position at 
the time which he had received 
from Mr Reynolds. He told Mr 
Taher there was no additional 
cover available but did not recall 
telling him there was the pos- 
sibility of an increase. 

He said he regretted to have 
to say that he found Mr Taher a 
difficult — to deal with 
when in Iraq. He (the Minister) 
was not an easy man to annoy, 
but Mr Taher had been very 
rude to him. 

His rudeness in Iraq did not 
endear him to putting him arm 
around him and working closely 
with him. Mr Taher had called 
him other names in the witness 
box at the tribunal and had not 
withdrawn these allegations. 

He said he was not impressed 
at the way the beef processors 
had behaved towards one 
another in Baghdad. “It was like 
the wild west, even though we 
were in the east,” said the 
Minister. 

He said he did not recall being 


asked to go with any other 
exporter to official meetings in 
Baghdad other than Mr Good- 
man. 

A meeting involving himself, 
Mr Goodman and the Iraqi 
Minister for Trade, Mr Hamza, 
had either been arranged by our 
embassy in Baghdad or by Mr 
Goodman who had good con- 
tacts there. 

He would have had no diffi- 
culty going to such meetings 
with any other Irish exporter. 
This was his job as Minister. He 
did not think > Trading com- 
pany was in Baghdad at the 
time. 

Nasser Taher of Taher meats 
had not come to him and sug- 
ested he attend meetings wit 
im. He thought he regarded Mr 
Taher’s company as being 
further from the top of the tree 
than Goodman’s. 

Mr Brennan described trading 
in Baghdad at the time as being 
very intense. .

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Court sets aside 
pension ruling 


THE Supreme Court in Dublin yesterday set aside a High 
Court ruling refusing to grant an invalidity pension to a former 
lecturer in law at University College, Cork. In the judgment of 
the court, Mr Justice McCarthy allowed the appeal of Mr Denis 
Linehan, of Capwell Avenue, Cork, in his action for various 
orders against UCC and its pension committee. 

Mr Justice McCarthy said that the appropriate order was to 
grant Mr Linehan a declaration that’ he was employed as a 
member of the staff of the college at the appropriate time and 
came under statute 79 of UCC, entitling him, on resignation or 
retirement, to a disability pension in accordance with the mea- 
surements to be applied under the statute. 


SPUC court move fails 


THE Society for the Protection of Unborn Children (SPUC) 
yesterday lost a High Court attempt to adjourn the hearing of 
its action to stop student leaders distributing abortion informa- 
tion until after the autumn referendum. The action is listed for 
hearing in the High Court next Friday. Counsel for SPUC asked 
Mr Justice Morris yesterday for an adjournment pending the 
referendum and a judgment due later in the year from the 
European Court of Justice. 

A lawyer for student leaders at UCD, TCD and USI op- 
posed the adjournment application and the judge said that he 
did not feel that any — advanced by SPUC amounted to a 
valid reason for an adjournment. 

Mr John Rogers, SC, for the student leaders, said that his 
clients opposed an adjournment. It was an entirely unworthy 
application. It was quite clear that the law which must -prevail 
was the law as it stood now and not as it might be. 


Jockey claims damages 


A jump jockey, Mr Anthony Powell, is claiming damages 
against the owners of Mallow racecourse following an accident 
= three years ago, the High Court in Dublin was told yes- 
terday. - 

Mr Powell (33), of Eagle Lodge Stables, Kilcullen, Co Kil- 
dare, told Mr Justice Barron that he had suffered serious inju- 
ries in the first race there on May 24th, 1989. He claims the 
horse he was riding, Tandown, failed to negotiate the. first bend 
after the stand, jumped over a car parked on the track and 
pinned him — a wall. In his action against Mallow Race 
Company (1939) Ltd, Mr Powell claims he suffered a fracture 
of his left wrist, a fracture of the left femur, bruising and shock. 
He was brought to Mallow Hospital and later transferred to 
Navan Hospital. A screw was inserted into a hip fracture and a 
plate was inserted into his femur. The hearing continues today. 


Steel dispute deadlock 


THE unofficial Irish Steel dispute in Cork, now in its fourth 
day, remained deadlocked last night as pickets mounted by 63 
workers in the melt shop kept more than 50 per cent of the 
workforce outside the gates of the plant. The management said 
that there would be no negotiations with the workers unless 
normal working, including rostered overtime, was resumed. 
The mill workers have placed a ban on rostered overtime 
as part of a campaign for more money to compensate them for 
their working conditions. The company maintains that the de- 
mand is in breach of the Programme for Economic and Social 
Progress (PESP). All production at the plant has now ceased 
and the 500 workers have been issued with protective notice.

for the accused man in the trial to cover his legal costs. 

Judge O’Connor discharged the jury earlier yesterday, 
following an application from Mr Denis Vaughan Buckley, SC’ 
who drew the court’s attention to what he described as “grossly 
3 and inaccurate headings” in both papers. Mr 
Vaughan Buckley said that the word “rape” had been used in the 
Irish Independent even though the accused man had not been 
charged with rape. The Star, he said, had gone even further and, 
while it also used the word “rape”’ in its heading, the text of the 
report oy referred to the accused man having had sex with the 
young girl. 

_ Judge O’Connor pointed out that the matter was a very 
serious one, saying that what had been printed amounted to an 
interference with the course of justice. The accused man was 
earlier remanded on continuing bail to a future sitting of the 
court.

A 59-year-old man who pleaded guilty at Dublin Circuit Crimi- 
nal Court to sexually assaulting a 12-year-old boy at a 
guesthouse will be sentenced on October, 12th next.

Support for MacSharry 1s growin 


THE FUTURE of the EC farm 
commissioner, Mr Ray 
MacSharry, is continuing to oc- 
cupy minds in Brussels. 

Until recently, it was simply pre- 
sumed that Mr MacSharry would 
secure a two-year extension of ser- 
vice from the Government which 
would keep him at the commission 
until January, 1995. But the 
Taoiseach’s very coy response to 
questions about the commissioner 
at the recent Lisbon summit has 
renewed speculation that he has 
someone else in mind for the post. 

Mr MacSh said this week 
that he was “not in the least disap- 
pointed” with the Taoiseach’s com- 
ments on the issue. The whole 
question, he says, does not arise 
until October or November and he 
wondered why there is such a fuss. 

He is now talking openly about 
his desire to return home to Sligo 
next January. There is talk of con- 
sultancy or some other type of 
work in the private sector. 

But one senses that this is a fall- 
back position in case the telephone 
call does not come from Albert 
Reynolds. The relationship be- 


tween the two men is now said to 
be excellent, despite their differ- 
ences over Mr Charles Haughey’s 
leadership.

his running mate 


IN A MOVE calculated to help 
win the southern states and the 
“‘family-values” vote in the Presi- 
dential election in November, the 
Democratic candidate, Mr Bill 
Clinton, yesterday selected a fel- 
low southerner, Senator Al Gore 
of Tennessee, as his vice-presi- 
dential running mate. 


Senator Gore (44), travelled to 
the Arkansas Governor’s home at 
Little Rock yesterday with his 
wife, Elizabeth, to accept Mr 
Clinton’s offer of the chance to be 
vice-president, a post he once de- 
scribed as “a political dead-end.” 

In this year of the political out- 
sider, Mr Gore is anything but. 
He has served 15 years in Con- 
gress and was a presidential can- 
didate in 1988 as the champion of 
“‘average middle-class families”. 

In his 15 years in Congress, Mr 
Gore has established himself as a 
cautious moderate, with some no- 
table exceptions. He was one of 
only 10 Democrats to support 
President Bush in the Gulf War, 
and he backed the bombing of 
Libya. He is also a harsh critic of 
“Star Wars” and other military 
initiatives. 

The choice of Mr Gore from a 
field which included a number of 
northern Democrats is a calcu- 
lated gamble which assumes that 
the traditional, ethnic-based lib- 
eral backing for the Democratic 
Party will still vote for a ticket 
which includes two young, mod- 
erate, intelligent, white south- 
erners. 

The black leader, the Rev Jesse 
Jackson, expressed “deep con- 
cern” about the choice of Mr 
Gore by Mr Clinton, who will be 
nominated as presidential candi- 
date at the Democratic Party con- 
vention in New York next week.

Mandela again 
rejects talks 


with De Klerk

THE PRESIDENT of the African 
National. Congress, Mr Nelson 
Mandela, yesterday formally and 


unequivocally rejected a call from . 


President F. W. de Klerk for ur- 
gent bilateral talks to salvage ne- 
gotiations. 

In a 10-page reply to Mr De 
Klerk, a stony-faced Mr Mandela 
bluntly accused the South African 
President of responding to the 
national crisis, triggered by the 
Boipatong massacre of June 17th, 
with “factual inaccuracies, distor- 
tions and blatant party political 
propaganda.” 

Mr Mandela’s rebuff came only 
hours after a plea from Mr De 
Klerk yesterday for “‘restraint and 
responsibility” following talks 
with the visiting Minister of En- 
ergy from Cameroon, Mr Rene 
Owonu. 

Pressing for a resumption of 
talks, President De Klerk said: “I 
am not playing games with the 
ANC. We are talking about the 
future of South Africa.” 

But Mr Mandela declared face- 
to-face talks “‘entirely unaccept- 
able” in the present situation, 
thus setting the scene for a trial of 
strength between the ANC and 
Mr De Klerk’s administration. 

Yesterday’s response from Mr 
Mandela appeared to mark the 
end of the cycle of rhetorical de- 
nunciation and served as a pre- 
lude to the next phase of the 
Struggle: an indefinite general 
strike, due to start on August 3rd. 

The last three-day general 
strike, in November last year, led 
to the death of 86 people, with 
fierce fighting between supporters 
and opponents of the strike in 
one of South Africa’s largest gold 
mines forming a_ particularly 
bloody episode. 

With unemployment up since 
then — South Africa is in the 
midst of its longest recession 
since the second World War — 
attitudes have hardened mark- 
edly, with the Boipatong massa- 
cre of June 17th sparking calls for 
arms from black youth in the 
townships. 


Business leaders warned the 
ANC on Tuesday that they would 
adopt a stand of no work, no pay, 
and take disciplinary action 
against workers who stayed away. 
Their tough stand and the severe 
recession might strengthen the 
hand of workers inclined to defy 
the ANC’s call, if not on the first 
day then on the second or third. 

One sign of the — tempera- 
ture and the dangers of a general 
strike igniting wider conflict is 
evident in the bitter strike by hos- 
pital cleaners and porters. More 
than 7,000 have been dismissed, 
600 from Baragwanath, the huge 
hospital on the outskirts of 
Soweto. When vacant positions at 
Baragwantha Hospital were ad- 
vertised, hundreds of people 
queued to replace them, risking a 
barrage of bricks from the dis- 
missed strikers to do so. 

An urgent meeting of the UN 
Security Council, scheduled for 
next week, will form a backdrop 
to the pending general strike. The 
meeting is likely to be addressed 
by most of South Africa’s major 
leaders, including the Foreign 
Minister, Mr Pik Botha, Mr Man- 
dela, and the president of the 
Pan-Africanist Congress, Mr 
Clarence Makwetu.

Irish tourists escape the 
wrath of French truckers 


A STRAW poll of passengers on 
the MV Saint Killian, which 
docked at Rosslare, Co 
Wexdford, yesterday, suggests 
that many Irish holidaymakers 
escaped the long delays which 
have been experienced by other 
travellers in France during the 
lorry drivers’ dispute. 


Many avoided large towns and 
motorways, and reported few 
problems in Brittany, the Loire 
valley and the Dordogne — all 
popular destinations for Irish 
tourists. 


Bernard and Therése Gogarty 
from Drogheda, Co Louth, stayed 
in a mobile home in the Dor- 
dogne with their two children, 
Maebh (7) and Connor (3). “We 
drove 600 miles in the last two 
days and we weren’t held up at 
all. We drove around Bordeaux 
twice, and a would experience 
more trouble going through Dub- 
lin on All-Ireland day,” Mr 
Gogarty said. 

Others who had camped at the 
campsite at Belves, about 100km 
east of Bordeaux, also experienc- 
ed few problems. “There were 20 
families due into our campsite 
the day before yesterday, from 
Holland and England, with some 
from Ireland, and the average de- 
lay was about two hours. They all 
made it.” 

Earlier this week, they drove to 
Bordeaux to see the Tour de 
France. ““We drove from east of 
Bergerac to Bordeaux before 
lunch, in time for the Tour, and 
there were absolutely no prob- 
lems at all.

Goebbels 
ready 
to oust 
Hitler 
Says new 
report 


LONDON — Today the Daily 
Mail published what it claimed 
was a Selection of extracts from 
sections of the Geobbels’ diaries. It 
said they had been received from 
academic rivals to the right-wing 
historian, David Irving. 

The extracts say that in the 
wake of the abortive plot to kill 
Hitler in July 1944, Goebbels was 
ready to assume the mantle of 
power from a leader he suddenly 
saw as old, weakened and ready to 
delegate authority. 

Goebbels, the Nazi propaganda 
chief, visualised a wartime dicta- 
torship made up of a more vigorous 

p of leaders, with himself at its 
ead. 

He said: “I feel strong enough to 
exercise this role and to use these 
powers in such a way that as great 
a war effort as possible springs 
from it... In doing this, I feel I am 
completely free of personal ambi- 
tion. It now no longer has to do 
with personal questions, only prac- 
tical ones.” 

Goebbels shows how he felt in- 
sulted by the leaders of the plot, 
who took over civilian powers when 
they believed Hitler was dead. 

He rails: “How do generals who 
are too stupid to understand poli- 
tics imagine they gain the right to 
power once the Fuhrer has died 
and to treat leading National 
Socialists like gangsters, when it is 
the National Social ists who gave 
them their uniforms?” 

The extracts, published by the 
Daily Mail, were supplied by histo- 
rians at the Munich Institute of 
Contemporary History, which pub- 
lished the previous fullest version 
of the diaries. 

Earlier French Government sci- 
entists urged caution in accepting 
the authenticity of the so-called 
Goebbels and offered to carry out 
forensic tests to check if they are 
genuine. 

There are no plans to prosecute 
Mr Irving under the Race Rela- 
tions Act for his claims on the

Mr Moreira said the tentative 
accord was a “watershed, closing a 
long chapter overshadowed by for- 
eign debt problems and opening a 
new chapter full of opportunities.” 

Mr Rhodes pointed out that 

Brazil will have greater access to 
international capital markets now 
that it has normalised relations 
with its commercial bank lenders. 
. The Citibank vice chairman said 
the agreement “further confirms 
the commitment by the government 
of Brazil to a viable economic 
reform process.” 

Noting that the Latin American 
debt crisis will mark its 10th anni- 
versary in August, Mr Rhodes said 
the agreement brings the curtain 
down on this difficult era for the 
Latin American economies 

Mr Pedro Malan, Brazil’s chief 
debt negotiator, and Mr Mike de 
Graffenried, Citibank’s restructur- 
ing committee chairman, said they 
will continue to meet with the bank 
advisory committee to prepare the 
final agreement, called a term 
sheet, before the end of August to 
be submitted to the Brazilian Sen- 
ate for approval. 

“It was a good solution,” Presi- 
dent Fernando Collor de Mello 
said in a statement handed out in 
Brasilia. Mr Collor said the agree- 
ment would eliminate the need for 
“extra sacrifices by all the (Brazil- 
ian) society.” 

Immediately after the announce- 
ment, private bankers, business- 
men and legislators visited Mr 
Collor to congratulate him on the 
agreement, the presidential 
— Mr Pedro Luis Rodri- 

sai 

Analysts said approval by the 
Brazilian Senate was likely since 
both opposition and official law- 
makers had been regularly updated 
on the course of negotations. Once 
approved, the agreement will be 
submitted to the creditor banks. 
Lenders will be able to exchange 
their eligible debt for any combina- 
tion of the six options agreed upon 
in the negotiations. 

Two of these options will be fully 
secured in terms of principal and 
12 months of interest. Another will 
provide new money to Brazil. The 
seven-point agreement in principle 
provides for a refinancing of exist- 
ing debt with temporary interest 
rate relief, a swap of bonds with 
lower interest rates for current 
bonds, an exchange of debt instru- 
ments that will nerate new 
money and the use of bonds in Bra- 
zil’s privatisation programme and 
market-based _ transactions.

Contempt for human 


rights highlighted 


THE PROFOUND contempt of 


governments throughout the 
world for human rights is the 
theme of Amnesty International’s 
annual report, which was pub- 
lished yesterday. 

It is, if possible, a more de- 
pressing document than its 30 
predecessors. In 1992, despite 
universal protestations of support 
for the many _ international 
human rights declarations and 
covenants, torture, disappear- 
ances and extra-judicial killings 
continue — and, in some places, 
are growing. 

Prisoners of conscience, focus 
of Amnesty’s concerns since the 
early 1960s, are still to be found 
Mm 65 countries: torture and ill 
treatment of detainees in prisons, 
police stations and secret deten- 
tion centres has been documented 
in 104 countries; the use of “‘dis- 
appearance” as a tactic for elimi- 
nating trouble makers and 
political opponents is in vogue in 
at least 26 countries; and in 1992, 
only a few years after a campaign 
to abolish it, the death penalty 
remains on the books of 106 
countries, for ordinary crimes. In 
the Middle East in the last year 
more than 800 people were 
hanged, shot by firing squad or 
stoned to death. 

One of the disappointments 
chronicled by Amnesty 1s the in- 
ability, or unwillingness, of in- 
coming governments to confront 
past abuses. Even where tribunals

of inquiry are set up, they most 
often fail to investigate properly. 

The very rare exceptions, a col- 
onel convicted in El. Salvador of 
the murder of six Jesuit priests, 
only show up all the clearer the 
thousands of violations that go 
unpunished.

25,000 political prisoners, and 
torture has become endemic with 
the security forces deliberately 
killing unarmed civilians sus- 
pected of supporting insurgents. 
Death in custody has become 
common. 

Out of the pages of this report 
comes a bleak picture of lawless- 
ness, with little to choose between 
the atrocities committed by mili- 
tary officers or by rebel 
movements. .

approaches, Joe 


Jackson reassesses the singer’s role 
in the rock revolution 


. LVIS: The King of 
Rock ’n’ Roll” is the 
most important box set 


likely to be released in the 
history of popular music. The 
set not only contains “every 
master and many rarities from 
that period in the 1950s when 
Presley single-handedly 
changed the course of popular 
music”. It is also a chronicle 
of the time he irreversibly 
altered popular culture and, in 
the process, democratised the 
arts by giving a form of 
expression to the common 
man in a way that would have 
made James Joyce dance with 
glee, particularly because the 
root of his power was sexual- 
ity. Indeed, without attribut- 
ing to Presley, or his music, 
any degree of false _ signifi- 
cance, one could describe this 
_ box set as the “Ulysses” of 
popular culture. Or, at least, 
as Presley’s “Portrait of the 
Artist as a Young Man”. 


_ However, as with Joyce, Elvis 
did not single-handedly change 
anything. He was the catalyst for 
change. And rock ’n’ roll, the 
slouching beast he helped create, 
was very much a creature of its 
time; born out of the shadow of 
Hiroshima at that point in history 
when all faith in power structures 
such as the family, politics, 
religion and art began to fall 
apart, a process which fired the 
need for newer forms of self- 
expression. 


The problem with the booklet 
that accompanies this 140-track

box set,\ as with too many 
histories_of rock, is that the songs 
are analysed without a socio- 
political context, purely as part of 
the ‘‘blend-of-black-and 
-white-musical-influences’’ 
paradi . However, if Elvis was 
‘the first white boy who could 
sing like a negro” and thus bring 
to racist America a new form of 
black rhythm and blues, this has 
far less to do with the fact that he 
had absorbed the rhythms of 
songs like his first hit ““That’s All 
Right, Mama” from blues singers 
such as Arthur Crudup, than with 
the fact that he was born the son 
of a sharecropper. 

He was driven by the same 
history of oppression that fires in 


any race the desire to cry out, to 
dance in defiance and to celebrate 
their sexuality/body space in 
— All of these elements 
explode in other-worldly musical 
patterns throughout the blues, 
country and pop recordings, Elvis 
made at Sun Records; nowhere 
more triumphantly than in the 
Beethovian “whoo” that closes 
‘‘Mystery Train’’. Nearly 40 
years later it’s easy to see why 
these remain seminal recordings 
in rock culture. 


However, their influence had 
its downside. Particularly in terms 
of the almost immediate deifica- 


tion of the black base in rock and . 


the denigration of the white input 
— a pattern still prevalent in 
popular music. As soon as it was 
realised that the phrase “rock ’n’ 
roll” was originally black jargon 
for making ‘love, every male 
rocker had to sing like a negro or 
‘cower away in shame, hands 
covering his crotch, to whine 
alongside the likes of Pat Boone. 
Likewise early female rockers, 
such as Brenda Lee. 


This form of inverse racism 
also meant that singers like 
Boone, who were patently proud 
to be white and clearly intent on 
carrying forward the musical 
traditions of Tin Pan Alley, were 
further excluded from the so 
called “rock revolution”. What 
most people failed to notice at the 
time was that rock, though revo- 
lutionary in effect, was evolution- 
ary by nature and always had 
more to do with attitude than with 
music; with its social and political 
resonances rather than with 
content and form. In this context, 
Presley’s readings of Rogers and 
Hart’s “Blue Moon a 
dismissed as a “betrayal of roc 
’n’ roll” must now be seen as the 
true flip-side of “‘That’s All Right, 
Mama’, a song highlighting the 
continuities rather than the 
discontinuities in rock and yet 
subverting them in the process. 


An ‘serily 
‘“‘Blue ‘Moon so: probably 
tapped into the ’50s zeitgeist more 
accurately than most of Elvis’s 
Sun cuts. Likewise his first RCA 
recording, 
the song which, more than any, 
spread the news to _ teenagers 
worldwide that here indeed was a 
new form of rhythm ’n’ blues, a 
white-based hymn to _ suicide 
echoeing atavistic fears in the Age 
of Anxiety; yet also dissolving 
them with one slow, voluptuous, 
vocal ride. 


Yet it would be wrong to 
dismiss Presley simply as “Elvis 
the Pelvis”. Hits like “Hound 
Dog” may be structured like sex, 
but they also are structured like 
prayer, Pentecostal style — both 
rhythmically and spiritually. This 
glorious duality in the man’s 
music is a factor frequently miss- 
ing from the performances of the 
million Elvis imitators that fol- 
lowed. If Presley did “liberate a

generation from sexual guilt’, he 
achieved this by dancing in front 
of a broad-minded deity whose 
roots lay in African theologies 
and who embraced sex, love and 
nature as life-affirming rather than 
life-denying forces. 

It may not be as trendy as 
re ie that ‘“‘black blues 
fathered rock ’n’ roll” but it 
would probably be just as truthful 
to ascribe rock’s fatherhood to 
gospel music; specifically in terms 
of its celebratory nature. This 
certainly is the base which pro- 


vides some of the most moving 
vocal performances on this box 
set, when Elvis joins The 
Jordanaires for spirituals such as 
‘Peace in the Valley”. And when 
he blends the sacred and the 
profane in Christmas songs like 

‘Santa Claus is Back in Town” 
he epitomises everything that is 
sublime about rock ’n’ roll. 

Or almost everything. Such 
songs, clearly rooted in a blues 
tradition, also unfortunatel 
reflect the sexist codes whic 
dominate that form of music and 


still retard the development of 
rock ’n’ roll. As in many of the 
Sun recordings, the woman in this 


song, told she’s been a “real * non 
anta 


little girl” soon to receive 
Presley ‘‘coming’’ down her 
“chimney” is reduced to little 
more than a stereotypical recep- 
tacle for male lust. 

“Little girl” was a phrase that 
proliferated in songs of the post 
rock ’n’ roll era; as was the word 
“baby”. But then °SOs rock ’n’ 
roll was written, produced and 
performed almost exclusively by 


men. Prior to rock, women 
accounted for one-third of the 
positions in the oe singles 
charts. By 1958, with Santa 
Presley leading the posse, the

On a more intrinsic level, 
Presley and the success of similar 
rockers worldwide, also effec- 
een negated the work ethic 
which had been based on correla- 
tions between skill, ability and 
material rewards. If an ex-truck 
driver could become a millionaire 
within a year of signing to a major 
record label, then so could any- 
one. 


owever, if, as rock critic 
David Sinclair recently 
Suggested, ‘‘Presley’s 
towering contributions laid down 
the stylistic ground rules of what 
e the most pervasive 

art form of the 20th century,” he 
also laid down the ground rules in 
terms of lifestyles: and value 
systems leading generations of 
rockers, and perhaps fans, to 
perceive material acquisition as 
synonymous with success. When, 
in his 1955 recording of “Baby, 
House’’.. Elvis 


lyric from “‘you may get religion” 
to “you may have a pink 
cadillac” he gave the game away. 


It was a game which, in the 
end, would turn back in on 
Presley, leaving him to die as a 
bloated, broken soul who looked 
like he had lived on a diet of 
edible cadillacs and drugs. And 
yet listening to the opening track 
in this box set, his first recording 
“My Happiness” or its newly 
discovered B side ‘“That’s When 
Your Heartaches Begin”, one 
hears only the moment of purity. 
Elvis would later make more 
powerful, more passionate and 
a better recordings, par- 
ticularly during the late 1960s, but 
none of them, and no recordings 
by any other artist would ever be 
as influential as these in terms of 
giving an original identity to the 
ideology of youth.

Their albums never sold by the 

cartload so this 16-song “best of” 
compilation is as good an_intro- 
duction as any for all you lazy pop 
fans who let one of Britain’s best pop 
bands pass you by. In theory the 
songs, written by one-time 
seminarian Paddy McAloon seem 
dodgy — they are often twee, coy 
and lush and usually topped off by 
treacly, celestial female vocals. In 
reality, they are quite brilliant, one 
and all. 
- Paddy sings and arranges with a 
rousing lyricism that welds wistful 
militance with the love of life. These 
are songs of that rare kind of 
innocence that have survived hard 
experience, adding resonance to the 
thoughts of teen dreamers every- 
where. In songs where idealism is 
buffeted and unbowed, Paddy’s 
wordcraft is worthy of someone who 
burns the midnight oil week-in, 
week-out. Although you get the im- 
pression that for Paddy it doesn’t 
come easy, fluid woniglay is every- 
where and picked, plucked, pressed 
or plonked, the music lifts off every 
time. The debut “Swoon” is under- 
represented (“Cruel’’) naturally but 
there’s plenty of room if they do a 
Pogues and give us the “best of the 
rest” next time.

This music 
doesn’t fill the mind; it fills the 
house. It’s not cerebral or suggestive 
and to be honest it’s often 
unfocussed and seldom compelling 
but in a disjointed sort of way it is 
attractive.

It would be easy, even for a 
follower of centenaries, to have 
missed the fact that the Swiss com- 
poser Arthur Honegger was born 100 
years ago, in March 1892. The record 
companies haven’t exactly been 
tripping over each other in their 
enthusiasm to mark the occasion, 
which makes Virgin’s new _ well- 
chosen collection from the Lausanne 
Chamber Orchestra under Jesus 
Lépez-Cobos all the more welcome. 

he Second and _ Fourth 
Symphonies are the two of the 
composer’s five symphonies which, 
in terms of scoring, are most suited 
to a chamber orchestra. They share 
the disc with the haunting ‘“Pastorale

Sony Classical have assembled a 
starry line-up for their new record- 
ings of Brahms’s two string sextets. 
The result is music-making of a 
predictably suave and polished finish 
that is generally relaxed in demea- 
nour. Isaac Stern is the senior figure 
here, and his pedigree in this music 
oes back at least to the famous 1952 
rades Festival recording of the 
Sextet in B flat, where he was the 
first violinist in a recording which 
featured Casals as first cello. 


The new version, made under 
studio conditions in New York in 
1989, is finer in detail than the 


somewhat rough-hewn festival 
recording, but it can’t in any way be 
said to match the sense of occasion 
of the older performance. The recent 
mid-price re-issue (also by Sony 
Classical) of the Prades recording is 
not the only factor which militates 
against the new issue. With just 90 
minutes of music between two discs, 
it offers poor value and, while the 
inclusion of Emmanuel Ax’s perfor- 
mance of the piano arrangement of 
the set of variations from the B flat 
Sextet makes good sense, it seems an 
extraordinary luxury when the two 
sextets could otherwise have been 
fitted onto a single CD.

Barber’s Violin Concerto, 
Copland’s Clarinet Concerto and 
Gershwin’s Piano Concerto are the 
‘“‘Great American Concertos’’ 
featured on this new mid-price disc 
from EMI’s Angel label in the US. 
It’s the most immediately recom- 
mendable of a series which re- 
compiles generally well-received 
recordings, many of them available 
until recently only at full-price. 

Copland, Bernstein and Gershwin 
are strongly represented, but room is 
also found for Howard Hanson (his 
Second Symphony), Virgil Thomson 
(suites from film paneer and Ferde 
Grofé (the inevitable “Grand Can- 
yon” Suite). However, there’s not a 
whit of Ives, who in the eyes of 
EMI’s US arm must have failed to 
write a great American anything. 
Hmmm.

Batman bowled out

PENDING the past fort- 
night in Los Angeles, I 
soon grew weary of the 
incessant barrage of publicity 
en Retarns” — a 
ical Campaign on a mas- 
oe scale, the’ like of which 
I’ve never seen for any other 
movie. The ‘‘Batman 
Returns” h was relentless 
and unavoidable: vast news- 
paper advertising and prime- 
time television commercials, 
and heavily publicised _ tie-in 
romotional campaigns with 
cDonald’s and Coca-Cola. 
The campaign was backed up 
with masses of free publicity 
as the film’s stars and direc- 
tors tirelessly worked the 
promotional circuit, as the 
media grasped at every imag- 
inable and unlikely angle for a 
related story, and as _ the 
movie’s box-office figures 
became front-page news 
across the United States. 


The point of it all was to create 
an instant hit movie by making 
audiences feel that they simply 
had to see “Batman Returns’’, 
that they would be some kind of 
social pariah if they did not. To 
re-inforce the point, Warner Bros 
booked the picture on to more 
than 3,000 cinema screens, 
occupying a full 15 per cent of all 
screens in the US. And there was 
no serious competition — no 
other distributor would dare to 
open a rival film in the shadow of 
such a bombardment of publicity. 

Ultimately, what made the 
whole campaign so_ thoroughly 
wearisome was that I joined the 
masses and went to see “Batman 
Returns” at the beginning of my 
trip, just after it opened in 
America, and I found it a deeply 
disappointing ‘successor to the 
vigorous and imaginative 1989 
“Batman’’. Afterwards, the ubi- 
quitous publicity campaign took 
on an air of desperation, as if the 
distributors were intent on getting 
millions of people in to see the

spread and undermined the cam- 
paign.

Certainly, there was no audible 
enthusiasm emanating from the 
packed Century City cinema 
where I saw the film, despite the 
well-established reputation of 
American audiences for being so 
vocally responsive to movies, and 
it Came as no surprise to read the 
under-reported figures showing 
that, although it still was raking in 
millions of dollars, ‘‘Batman 
Returns’”” was showing steep 
declines at the box office, down 
over 40 per cent on its second 
weekend, and again on its third. 

The film’s director, Tim Bur- 
ton, insists that the new film is 
not a sequel to the 1989 “Bat- 
man”, which he also directed, but 
a further exploration of the car- 
toon character created by Bob 
Kane. Burton is correct in stating 
that “Batman Returns” is not a 
sequel: of the three principal 
characters from the earlier film, 
only Michael Keaton’s 
Batman/Bruce Wayne remains 
(The Joker was killed off, but the 
other key character, Vicki Vale, 
has disappeared without trace or 
explanation), and the only other 
connecting characters are the 
minor roles of Batman’s butler 
and police commissioner Gordon,

pays again by Michael Gough 
and Pat Hingle respectively. 
Even Gotham City itself, the 
location of both films, has under- 
gone a drastic re-design for the 
worse, with Bo Welch’s bland 
production design replacing the 
marvellously atmospheric sets 
created by the late Anton Furst 
for the original film. 

“Batman Returns” opens very 
promisingly with an _ eerie 
sequence set at the birth of the 
Penguin (real name, Oswald T. 
Cobblepot), a child so deformed 
that he is dumped in the river by 
his parents. irty-three . years 
later when the Penguin begins to 
wreak his frustrations on_ the 
population of Gotham City, this 
potentially tragic character is re- 
duced to a shrill one-note 
caricature played by an underused 
Danny De Vito under masses of 
make-up. 

Batman’s other comic-book 
adversary who comes to the 
screen in this film is Catwoman, 
played by Michelle Pfeiffer as a 
timid, nervy secretary to an 
amoral mogul (Christopher 
Walken on automatic pilot). Her 
transformation to Catwoman is 
handled so brusquely and sloppil 
that it registers only as an insult 
to the audience’s intelligence. 

Ponderously paced for most of 
its duration and arbitrarily leaping 
from one non-event to another 
while leaving several narrative 
elements aepoe S ‘*‘Batman 
Returns” isn’t really about any- 
aug? Ag all. No attempt is made 
to its widely flung disparate 
elements into anything resembling 
a coherent whole. In that respect, 
it is but a pale shadow of its 
predecessor which maintained a 
unifying logic of its own, however 
wild the fantasy. 

Although overshadowed by 
Jack Nicholson’s scenery-chewin 
Joker in the 1989 film, Michae 
Keaton’s dual Batman/Bruce 
Wayne role was at least intriguing 
first time round; this time he is 
merely dull and less than interest- 
ing. The relationship which Bur- 
ton and his screenwriter, Daniel 
Waters, attempt to build between 
Batman and Catwoman is clumsy 
from the outset and never ade- 
quately developed. There was 
more imagination on show in any 
single reel of “Heathers”, the 
film which made Daniel Waters’s 
name as a writer, than there is in 


all two hours and six minutes of 
“Batman Returns”. 

The film is saved from total 
failure by the resilient Michelle 
Pfeiffer whose passionate, fren- 
zied performance mostly 
transcends her trite material; the 
majestic. score by Danny Elfman, 
even though much of it is bor- 
rowed from the 1989 film; and a 
quite lively finale which the 
movie desperately needs and 
which ought to have been even 


livlier. 

However, whereas Tim Bur- 
ton’s original “Batman” was 
boldly stylised and_ stylishly 
realised, the abiding impression 
left by “Batman Returns” is of a 
mercenary exercise for which

‘The Tempest’ 
at the

WHILE it may not be as 
packed with nuts of wit and 
wisdom as many of Shake- 
speare’s other plays, “The 
empest” is a _ marvellously 
imaginative and lyrical work. 
From the storm with which 
it opens to the climax of the 
magic adventures on Pros- 
— island, we are absorbed 
y its sheer fantasy, and the 
text is woven with the gold 
threads of genius. 
Limerick’s aptly-named 
Island Theatre ompany 
clearly decided that, for their 
production which opened at 
the Belltable last night, the 
way to go was to meet their 
author halfway with their own 
unfettered imagination. The 
innovation begins at the very 
Start, when we enter the 
theatre by the rear to be met 
with a storm constructed from 
a makeshift see-saw of barrel 
and plank. Fully inside, we are 
in a transformed auditorium 
with seating on three sides, a 
fourth wall of paper and a 
space littered with rusting 
refrigerators, TV sets and old 
bones.

denly what seemed like the 
aftermath of a jumble sale is 
the perfect setting for the 
action. Director Terry Devlin 
takes liberties by the dozen, 
and they all merge seamlessly 
into the atmosphere created by 
his coherent overview. Fiona 
Cunningham’s set and cos- 
tumes complement this vision, 
and the lighting design by 
Gerrard Meagher is _ consis- 
tently atmospheric.

CITY Arts Centre continues to

material. The place hums wit 
serious intent, and this is evi- 
dent in the current production 
off “Alice’’, which has arrived 
trailing clouds of 7 from 
UCC and the 1991 Student 
Drama Festival. The play was 
based on the book, “Go Ask 
Alice’, which purported to be 
an authentic diary of a teenage 


drug addict, so it is essentially 
a morality play for today, no 
matter how “avowedly anti- 
moralistic” it claims to be. 

Apart from one moment of 
glory — on her first LSD trip 
— when Alice evades the 
strictures of a predictably staid 
suburban society (this evasion 
marked mostly by hysterical 
hollow giggling), she is 
immersed in a nightmare. 

The production charts the 
slide into addiction: it pulls the 
audience through the wringer 
of rehabilitation. Alice’s with- 
drawal through dreadful hallu- 
cination and self-mutilation is 
graphically enacted. So, too, is 
the confrontation with her 
addictive self, which enables 
her to surface momentarily. 
The inevitable saddnes is that 
she finds nothing which can 
entice her to keep a grip on 
reality. 

What saves this tale from 
the “Dear Diary’ syndrome, 
and its own predictabililty, is 
the versatility of the company 
off six. Director John Crowley 
has drilled them with an iron 
hand — the playing is cohe- 
sive and precise — But he has 
also allowed strong individual 
performances to iy A not- 
ably from Roscha urphy 
(Alice), who can switch from a 
wide-eyed enthusiasm to the 
smoky rasp of a_played-out 
Janis Joplin, and from Bernie 
O’Donoghue (Narrator), 
whose manic manipulation of 
the action keeps 
sententiousness at bay. 

This play grew out of a 
collaborative effort. Its drive 
lies in the range of narrative 
techniques the company can 
command. They fill the white 
antiseptic rectangle with song,

John Keating 
at the Pantheon

THE Pantheon Gallery in 
Dublin, which was for many 
years the Taylor Galleries, is 
showing recent works by John 
Keating — in_ watercolour, 
charcoal and various media.

Browne’s 
Images of 
Ireland

FATHER Francis Browne SJ 
(1880-1960) began taking 
hotographs in 1928 and be- 
fore is death had accumula- 
ted 42,000 negatives from his 
wanderings around Ireland. 
Clearly he was working for the 
future because he rarely made 
prints. 

When looking at Fr 
Browne’s pictures the famous 
dictum of critic Susan Sontag 
comes to mind: “Time,” she 
wrote, “eventually positions 
most photographs, even the 
most amateurish, at the level 
of art.” Thus it is with Fr 
Browne’s sag tomge4 compul- 
sive snapping. His best works 
— in what is an invaluable 
national archive — convey as 
much about the peculiarities of 
photography itself as they tell 
about their quaint, predomi- 
nantly rural subjects. 

In one magical picture, a 
ring of spectators is transfixed 
as their Ballydavid neighbour 
contests the high jump. The 
competitor has removed jacket 
and boots but retains his cap. 
Assisted by an operatic hand 
esture he scissors easily over 
five feet, stopped dead forever 
above the bar.

‘The Diary of'a 
Nobody’ at the 
International - 


Bar

A SMALL literary- 
cum-theatrical curiosity is 
holding the lunchtime fort at 
Wicklow Street’s International 
Bar at present. It may be 
described as a dramatised 
reading of a fictional diary 
created by George and 
Weedon Grossmith 100 years 
ago. The subject and 
urported author is Charles 
ooter, resident of London 
middle-class suburbia. 

Mr Pooter comes through 
his reminiscences as a decent 
and deadly dull chap, gdod to 
his mostly subservient wife 
and troubled by a wayward 
son. He is also a small-scale 
snob, and execrable punster 
and as leaden of language as 
he is of thought. This is not 
uninteresting as a portrait of a 
defunct species, but it lacks, 
well, excitement. 

Colum Glendon adapted the 
material, and plays Pooter — 
largely a matter of sitting and 
reading. This tends towards 
monotony, and there is little 
by way of vocal or physical 
variation to redeem it. The set 
has an adequately Victorian 
flavour, although the mirrored 
reflection of the spotlight is a 
discomfort to the audience. 
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ELL, it’s a relief to us all, isn’t it, 

that Albert Reynolds and Brendan 

Daly could return from South 
America without having been hit on the 
head by the falling trees of the rain forest 
and to reassure us that the Earth has been 
saved? Or something to that effect. Had 
they not been there on the spot, we could 
hardly have believed it. 


If you’re one of those ecological sceptics 
not in the least convinced that the Earth 
has been saved, then try this experiment: 
remove your shoes and socks and step into a 
field. Unless mis developed extra-leath- 
ery callouses from — the pavement 
in search of a job, you will find that the 
Earth is moving beneath you. This phenom-. 
enon, normally confined to scent-laden bou- 
doirs in those tremulous moments after that 
desperately needed cigarette has been lit in 


‘the dark, should be proof enough that the 


Earth is alive and well. 


For this happy state of affairs we should 
be grateful to Albert and Brendan and all 
the other concerned dignitaries who, cos- 
seted and protected, gathered in sumptuous 
hotel rooms in Rio to root for the endan- 
gered globe. Thanks fellas. 


Sometimes, though, you can’t help won- 
dering just how real all those efforts to save 
the Earth are. You don’t have to travel out- 
side Ireland for examples of what I have in 
mind. It strikes me that some of our politi- 
cians would be roused to take action on the 
depletion of the ozone layer only if a gaping 
hole appeared in it directly over their con- 
stituency, threatening to fry the local voters 
to a crisp.

scale, many of them are indifferent to dep- 
redations against their native environment: 
in some cases and for the unworthiest of 
reasons, they actively support mindless de- 
velopments that can do great harm. 

Take, for instance, those much-discussed 
plans to graft on to some of the most pre- 
cious and vulnerable areas of the Irish land- 
Scape carbuncle-like concrete structures 
called interpretative centres. These are the 
projected schemes of the Office of Public 
Works, an institution that is caparisoned in 
the official robes of saviour of all that’s 
good in the Irish heritage. 

And it must be said that the OPW, in 
pursuance of its remit, has done invaluable 
work down the esc for which the Irish 
people can be truly grateful: apart from pre- 
serving and caring for the priceless monu- 
ments of Ireland’s distant past, it has played 
its part in trying to undo, insofar as is poss- 
ible, some of the vandalistic damage in- 
flicted in the first flush of independence on 
the great abandoned homes of our onetime

lost the ruu of itself altogether. Stubborn- 
ness can be a worthy quality, even a virtue 
at times, particularly in resisting develop- 
ments and movements that are glaringly 
wrong.

HAT is being allowed to happen to 

W the sea trout in the west of Ireland 

is another example of how little the 

Government really cares about the environ- 

ment. (The greatly hyped environmental 

protection agency is still little more than a 
gleam in Mary Harney’s eye.) 

The people who operate the internation- 
ally famous sea trout fisheries in the west 
have, with considerable justification I 
would think, accused the Minister for the 
Marine and his Department of presiding 
over the demise of the region’s incalculably 
valuable sea trout stocks. 

It would be wrong to think they are exag- 
gerating. For the fourth year in a row, the 
sea trout are being attacked by vast num- 
bers of sea lice, with fatal consequences. 


The evidence is now overwhelming that the 
collapse of the sea trout stocks is preponder- 
antly due to the presence of salmon farms 
along the coast. 

It is virtually certain that these farms are 
causing the explosion of the sea louse popu- 
lation, but the Minister and his Department 
have taken no effective measures to control 
the activities of the farms. The lice numbers 
are worse this year than last. 


With good reason, the operators of the 
game fisheries are now convinced that a 
conscious decision has been taken by the 
Minister and his Department to encourage 
the development of the salmon-farming in- 
dustry at the expense of the wild sea trout 
and of the environment. Otherwise, why 
would they condone the re-establishment of 
salmon farms in Clew Bay even though it 
was clear that the absence of the farms 
reduced the sea lice to infinitesimal levels? 


One might ask, if the Taoiseach and his 
Ministers cannot save the timeless heritage 
of the fish that once teemed in Irish waters, 
how can they dare to open their mouths at 
an international conference on saving the 
Earth? 

No doubt about it, we’re just bloody 
marvellous at getting a bad name for our- 
selves in the eyes of the world. First it was 
the beef and now it looks like it’s going to be 
the fish. And what’s this about the “green 
destination” that tourism people keep talk- 
ing about? If we allow great natural 
resources like the sea trout to become ex- 
tinct, the tourists may become extinct, too, 
and we'll have no chance of luring them 
into the concrete carbuncles to interpret for

A. N AIRLINER approaching 
Hong Kong airport sinks 


down into the tenements of 


Kowloon until the wingtips are 
below the level of the rooftops, 
and it seems that they must be- 
come ehtangled in the washing 
draped on every sere 6 At the 
last second, the plane banks to 
line up with the runway, which 
extends into the harbour. 

Suddenly there is nothing to be 
seen but water; the bump of land- 
ing is the first confirmation there 
is anything solid underfoot. 

As Mr Patten flew in yesterday 
morning to take up his new ap- 
pointment, he may well have 
caught a glimpse from the air of 
the earthworks for Hong Kong’s 


_ new airport at Chek Lap Kok, his 


predecessor’s downfall. 

Whether he is able to fly out of 
Chek Lap Kok on July Ist, 1997, 
the day Hong Kong reverts to 
China, will be one of the tests of 
his governorship, but the end of 
150 years of British rule on this 
corner of the south Chinese coast 
will bring many others. __ 

It is too early to say whether 
the outgoing governor, Lord Wil- 
son of Tillyorn, was the wrong 
person for the job, or if he was 
just unlucky. 


The suppression of the pro-de- 
mocracy movement in China, two 
years after he took office, and the 


subsequent collapse of morale in 
Hong — were beyond his con-

his pleas that a new airport was 
essential to the territory’s pros- 
perity began to sound desperate. 

Eyentually, the British Prime 
Minister, Mr John Major, was 
forced. to kowtow in Beijing to 
save the project, 7 tbo the Chi- 
nese a say over Hong Kong’s af- 
fairs before 1997. Lord Wilson 
was sent into retirement with a 
peerage, and Mr Major started 
looking for a politician rather 
than a Foreign Office Sinologist 
to oversee the last years of the 
transition. 

Nothing in Mr Patten’s career 
will have prepared him for the 
culture shock of his new job. It 
will be as if he had become a 
royal, surrounded by people who 
congratulate him on the profun- 
dity of every utterance, covered 
obsessively by the media, warned 
constantly that he is listening to 
the wrong advice. 

A cabinet minister can visit the 
chemist without causing a sensa- 
tion, but not the Governor of 
Hong Kong. 

Enveloped in reverence, with a 
tax-free salary of stg£150,000 a 
year, an entertainment allowance 
of stg£35,000, a mansion, a yacht, 
a staff of 56 and a weekend 
retreat, Mr Patten may take time 
to discover that some will greet 
his arrival with cynicism or indif- 
ference, their eyes already turned 
towards China. 

Having almost certainly aban- 
doned his political career at 48 — 
if he serves until the handover, he 
will miss the next election — the 
first thing he must determine is 
whether he can still make a dif- 
ference. 

But, even before he landed, 
pro-Beijing newspapers in the 
colony have been deluging him

with threats, warnings and abuse, 
mainly because he and Mr Major 
referred to “the freedom, stability 
and prosperity” of Hong Kong 
when his appointment was an- 
nounced. The words are those of 
the 1984 joint declaration with 
China on the territory’s future, 
but the first of them had not been 
uttered by Lord Wilson for some 
time. 


HINA can be expected to 

hold the new airport hos- 

tage until it discovers what 
is meant by “freedom’’, and spe- 
cifically what Mr Patten intends 
to do on two issues: appointments 
to the executive council, the most 
powerful consultative body in 
Hong Kong, and the number of 
directly-elected seats on the legis- 
lative council. 

At the moment, there are 18 
out of 60. In 1995, under the 
“‘mini-constitution” agreed with 
China, there will be 20, and 
Beijing refuses to contemplate 
more. 

Mr Patten plans to take three 
months to make up his mind be-

In 
his new job, however, he will find 
that many positions are irrecon- 
cilable,. particularly when it 
comes to dealing with China. He 
will be forced to anger one side or 
the other. 

There will be powerful pressure 
not to rock the boat.

Papers by two former SDLP 
members now working in Brussels 
were considered by the SDLP leader, 
Mr John Hume, in drafting the 
party’s model for a political 
settlement. Joe Carroll reports. 


ern Ireland working in Brus- 

sels were involved in a 
personal capacity in the contro- 
versial SDLP proposals to model 
a political settlement for the 
North, and a new role for Dublin 
in it, on the EC institutions. 

A number of the officials 
drafted blueprints for the SDLP 
leader, Mr John Hume, while 
some EC commissioners them- 
selves were also consulted unoffi- 
cially and gave encouragement,

The President of the EC Com- 
mission,- Mr. Jacques Delors, 1s 
planning to make his first visit to 
Northern. Ireland in, the autumn; 
although the visit is not con- 
nected with the present political 
talks. But when he opened a 
Northern Ireland office in Brus- 
sels last year, the SDLP took note 
of his remarks that the EC institu- 
tions could serve as a model for 
peace. 

One of the papers proposing an 
EC model to replace the Anglo- 
Irish Agreement was written by 
Mr Colm Larkin, the head of Mr 
Ray MacSharry’s cabinet and a 
former SDLP activist. He pro- 
posed that all governmental pow- 
ers be devolved to a tripartite 
authority consisting of an execu- 
tive, an elected assembly and a 
council of State, on which Dublin 
would be represented. 

This paper was sent to Mr 
Hume around March of last year, 
when the then Northern Ireland 
Secretary of State, Mr Peter 
Brooke, announced the opening 
of talks on the political future of 
Northern Ireland involving the 
political parties in the North and 
the British and Irish gov- 
ernments. 

Mr Hume showed immediate 
interest in the ideas set out in the 
paper and had it circulated pri- 
vately for reactions, including 
those of moderate unionist aca- 


proposed a tripartite structure 
with a council of ministers and an 
executive, on both of which Dub- 
lin would be represented, and a 
choice between an elected assem- 
bly or the interparliamentary tier 
which was to have been part of 
the Anglo-Irish Agreement. 

Mr Logue, who was one of the 
SDLP members in the 1974 As- 
sembly which replaced Stormont, 
delivered the first draft of his 
paper at the Humbert Summer 
School in Killala in 1990, and Mr 
Hume expressed interest in it.

HE 1945 Mental Health Act 

is a woeful piece of legisla- 

tion. Anybody who has read 
it will know that the drafter was 
more interested in the remunera- 
tion of minor transplant officials 
in the psychiatric services than 
with the rights and wrongs, or 
even the methods, of involuntary 
admission. It may have been a 
progressive and radical act in 
1945, but it is simply inadequate 
and regressive now. 

That is why the new Green 
Paper on mental health is so 
welcome. It may not be brilliant, 
but the very fact that it is there at 
all shows a much appreciated 
interest by the Minister in the 
agen services in general. 

e 1981 Mental Health Act 
never made it into functional law 
— a breathtaking fumble by the 
legislature and its effectors — and 
so 11 years later we have the next 
attempt. I, for one, certainly hope 
it succeeds. 

Much of the Green Paper is 
concerned with involuntary 
admissions, and rightly so. This is 
the only area, apart from the 
justice system, in which an indi- 
vidual may be deprived of liberty 
by the wishes of his or her fellow 
citizen. It is an area which must 
be legislated for in a careful, 
balanced and, above all, realistic 
manner. 

The Green Paper proposes an 
“independent review body” to 
examine all involuntary admis- 
sions to determine if they are 
legally correct or not. A patient 
Or a patient’s representative may

request a hearing in front of this 
review body, made up of a panel 
of doctors, lawyers and 
“informed lay persons”, in order 
to assess the validity of the 
committal procedure. 

This is a very important step by 
the Minister, to ensure that 
firstly, the admissions procedure 
is firmly and correctly adhered to 
and secondly, that patients or 
their representatives have an 
Opportunity to make their case 
against detention in front of an 
independent body with the power 
to rescind the detention order.

The Minister is considering 
limiting the power of spouses to 
commit their husbands or wives 
to a psychiatric hospital if there is 
a legal separation or barring order 
in existence or even in motion. At 
present, only the nearest relatives 


— or in thew absence, other 
relatives or responsible persons in 
authority — can sign committal 
forms, in each case together with 
a general practitioner and the 
admitting officer of a mental hos- 
pital.

Thus, to limit 
the ability of a spouse to commit 
a partner, despite a_ turbulent 
marital history, is to limit the 
ney of seriously mentally 
ill patients getting the treatment 
they need. 


OW IS this obvious need 
for reasonable ease of 
committal to be balanced 
with the equally obvious right of 
the ordinary citizen to li o 
There is room to balance the 
equation here, without even get- 
ting as far in the procedure as the 
above-mentioned “review body”. 
If the committal procedure is 
initially only for a 48-hour period, 
during which time a _ consultant 
psychiatrist must examine the 
patient and all the evidence for 
and against fully committing that 
rson, it will prevent any pro- 
onged detention of an inappropri- 
ately admitted person. At the end 
of the 48-hour period, the 
consultant could add his or her 
signature to the certificate, allow- 
ing the patient to be held further 
until treatment is completed. 
This added safeguard, I believe, 
would go a long way to assuaging 
the legitimate fears of those who 
feel that involuntary admissions 
can be used to bully or browbeat 
dependent spouses or relatives. 
With the added safeguard of the

The TDs have been offended by the content and 
tone of a letter from the embassy’s consular section to 
the chief whips of the major parties. It says that their 
representations will.no longer be accepted to facilitate 
applications for temporary visas because what began 
as a fast track guarantee has been “greatly abused”’.

Your interview (July ist and 
2nd) did much to answer a 
number of questions with regard 
to this attitude.

VOTES FOR EMIGRANTS 


Sir, — The question of emi- 
grants’ right to vote has been 
raised on a number of occasions 
with views generally being ex- 
pressed against. The two main 
theories emanating are: that there 
should be no representation with- 
out taxation; and that emigrants 
are politically ill-informed. Both 
these arguments are ill-founded. 
Many of those who emigrate are 
forced to do so and are often 
young people who have never had 
the chance to work (and thus pay 
taxes) in Ireland. Let us not 
forget the fortunes paid in taxes 
by their parents over the decades. 
Where is the return for their 
money? 

If the right to vote was also 
denied to the 280,000 unem- 
ployed, to small farmers, and to 
the tens of thousands who evade 
paying tax, the number eligible to 
vote would be quite small! Emi- 
grants remain citizens of Ireland 
and should retain their right to 
vote irrespective of their social 
status. Representation without 
taxation is therefore not a valid 
argument. 


The theory that emigrants are 
generally ill-informed politically is 
unfounded for two _ reasons. 
Firstly, emigrants often develop a 
greater yearning for information 
on the political situation at home 
than those actually living there. 
Secondly, the experience of work- 
ing abroad is in itself an educa- 
tion, a source of inspiration and 
an~ occasion to reflect more 
clearly on the home situation 
through the eyes of an outsider. 
We should not forget that every 
society is influenced and moulded 
by its growing youth. 


The present social and econo- 
mic situation in Ireland is greatly 
contributed to by the absence of 
possibly some of the most dyna- 
mic and entrepreneurial young 
Irish people. Surely they have the 
right to decide their own potential 
futures in their own country? The 
Fine Gael bill enabling emigrants 
to elect three members of Seanad 
Eireann is a very important step 
in this direction (TD Dinny 
McGinley, letter June ist). We 
should give as much thought to 
this issue as we do to our 
departed loved ones.

CROSSING

e flight of the Southern 
Cross took place, from 
Portmarnock Strand to New 
York, in June 1930. But the 
Atlantic had already been twice 
flown westward, first by the 
British dirigible R34, from Edin- 
burgh to New York, in July 2nd- 
6th, 1919 — 73 years ago this 
very week. (She carried a crew of 
30 plus one stowaway.) This was 
the first east-to-west flight of the 
Atlantic in any type of aircraft. 
second and, significantly, 
the first bya ‘heavier-than-air 
craft — an aeroplane —, was 
executed by the Junkers W33 
monoplane Bremen in April 12th- 
13th, 1928. Crossing, by the skin 
of her teeth, from Baldonnel 
Aerodrome to Greenly Island, 
Labrador, she was crewed by two 
Germans, Baron. Guenther . von 
Huenefeld and Captain ) 
Koehl, and Major (later Colonel)

Old Dublin Street Performers 


A Dubliner coming home after 
an absence of years would miss 
from the streets the many distinc- 


tive itinerant performers who 
formerly perambulated the city. 

Not so many years ago Dublin 
was outstanding in this connec- 
tion. Today we encounter only an 
occasional ‘“‘hurdy-gurdy” man. 
Even the Italian, with his mon- 
key, would appear to have van- 
ished. 

The charmer most fascinating 
of those early days was, undoubt- 
edly, that industrious foreigner — 
a Soanlend, I have been told, 
though, perhaps, he ought have 
been an Italian — whom we 
hailed as “The One-Man Band”. 
His hands engaged with an 
accordeon, a cap of bells on his 
head, his elbows beating a drum 
secured to his back, and a string 
from his heel clanging the cym- 
bals, he seemed the veriest won- 
der of wonders. Then we had 
several performing bears, as well 
as street jugglers, strong men, 
step-dancers, and thimble-riggers. 

“Jack the Tumbler’ and “The 
Sword Swallower’’, both of whom 
frequented only the hostelries of 
the quayside and neighbourhood, 
were other popular figures. To 
this branch belonged Elizabeth 
Kelly, of ‘‘Magilligan’s Daughter” 
fame, with whose passing a few 
weeks since the last link with the 
street performing itinerancy of 
three decades ago may be said to 
have been broken.

You felt all these things 
and you could not. stay silent 
any more so you just joined 
with the student y. 


“We had no idea when we 
started what was going to hap- 
pen. When the demonstrations 
began we just thought it was a 
time to raise the national aware- 
ness, and help the government 
achieve further democratisa- 
tion, liberalisation and modern- 
isation.” 

The situation became very 
emotional and very dramatic by

LITERACY AND VOTING 


Sir, — The highlighting of the 
“stigma” of illiteracy in your 
report (July ist) of the Senate 
Committee Stage Debate on the 
Electoral (No 2) Bill 1992 is 
significant on a number of counts. 

at is particularly significant 

| e cross-party 

support for, and sensitivity to, the 

Labour Party amendment to 

remove the term “‘illiterate’’ from 
this Bill. 

Apparently it was inserted in 
the first place to provide enabling 
legislation for people with reading 
and writing difficulties in the 
exercise of their franchise and to 
protect against personation. Thus 
such a person, seeking assistance 
at the polling station would de- 
clare his/her inability to read or 
write and would be permitted to 
seek help from a partner, relative 
or friend in the polling booth. 
However, if challenged, the 
unfortunate individual would be 
obliged to swear under oath that 
he/she was “‘illiterate’” before 
being permitted such assistance. 

A number of points need to be 
made regarding this state of 


affairs. Firstly, many people with 


reading and writing difficulties 
will refrain from voting and effec- 
tively disenfranchise themselves 
rather than face the embarrass- 
ment of declaring their inade- 
uacy in this manner. Certainly 
the prospect of so declaring them- 
selves under oath would deter 
even the hardiest of souls. Sec- 
ondly, such cumbersomely ele- 
phantine procedures. would be- 
come totally unnecesary if the 
National Adult Literacy Agency’s 
(NALA) policy recommendation 
in this area were to be adopted by 
our legislators: viz., that photo- 
graphs of candidates should 
ger alongside their names on 
all ballot papers in future. 

It appears from my telephone 
conversation with the Minister of 


State at the Department of the 
Environment, Mr Dan Wallace, 
that the Government does not 
intend “going down that road at 
this time’, apparently on the 
advice of senior officials in his 
Department, who foresee practi- 
cal difficulties in this ‘matter. I 
would respectfully submit “that 
such difficulties. are not beyond 
the wit of human ingenuity to 
solve in seeking to encourage as 
many of our people as possible to 
overcome obstacles (however 
unintentional) to the exercise of 
their democratic right. 

Certainly it is difficult to see 
any sense in one arm of govern- 
ment (the Department of Educa- 
tion) seeking to encourage the de- 
——— of illiteracy through 
NALA and its members’ work, 
while another (the Department of 
the Environment) reinforces such 
stigma, however unintentionally, 
by its Electoral Bill 1992. 

Finally, while welcoming the 
Minister of State’s agreement to 
withdraw the term “‘illiterate” 
from the Bill in question at the 
report stage in the Senate, it is 
necessary to point out that such 
withdrawal still fails to address 
the inhibiting embarrassment fac- 
tors confronting people with read- 
ing and writing difficulties at the 
ballot box. Such citizens will still 
be required to declare publicly 
their need for assistance and if 
necessary (when challenged) 
swear this need on oath. I accept 
on good faith the Minister of 
State’s assurance to me that this 
issue can still be addressed 
whenever this Bill comes before 
the Dail for ratification. — Yours,

West Germans find 
unification costs a 
cause for concern 


FOR the first time, there are 
more western Germans who 
feel that the course of unifi- 
cation fills them with alarm 
rather than joy. ‘Reflecting 
this growing scepticism, a 
majority of western Germans 
want the massive transfers to 
eastern Germany to be cut 
back, pointing up a worrying 
development for the govern- 
ment, which is gingerly seek- 
ing ag of preparing the 
public for further sacrifice. 


The findings came in a 
comprehensive opinion poll 
by the Allensbach institute 
published yesterday. It de- 
scribed the way the graph 
line of “unification worriers” 
has cut et and is now 
moving sharply up from the 


‘sinking line of “unification 


rejoicers” in the west, as “the 


beginning of a fateful scissor 


process.” 


Only 36 per cent of western 
Germans find reason to cele- 
brate about unification now, 
as against 46 per cent who 
find “overwhelming cause for 
worry.” This contrasts starkly 
with the situation in eastern 
yr eee where, despite’ the 
daily difficulties, nearly two 


thirds of people still view 
unification positively. — 


The exploding costs of rebuild- 
ing the east, mainly in the form of 
transfers from the west — run- 
ning at net 180 - billion 
Deutschmarks this year — are the 
main cause of alarm among west- 
erners, fearful of seeing their own 
economic prosperity under- 
mined. Fifty-four per cent of 
westerners want the subsidies to 
the east reduced, as against just 
28 per cent who see no risk to 
themselves. 


Sixty-one per cent of western- 
ers replied that if the government 
were now to demand greater sac- 
rifices, it would meet with “anger 
and refusal” from the public. 

_ It is hardly surprising, in the 
light of such findings, that Chan- 
cellor Helmut Kohl has shied 
away from making a blood, sweat 
and tears speech to the nation, 
despite the increasingly difficult 
financial situation caused by the 
failure of recovery in the east to 
take off. 


According to the Allensbach in- 
stitute’s analysis, published in the 
Frankfurter Allgemeine Zeitung, 
“appeals for sacrifice continue to 
fall on deaf ears in western 


Germany.” 


At the same time, the poll high- 
lights the discrepancy between 
this growing unwillingness of 


western Germans to dig deeper 
into their pockets for the east, and 
the fact that most of them admit 
that unification has not led to any 
noticeable deterioration in their 
circumstances. 

“No-one can claim that the bur- 
den has become unbearable,” says 
the institute. Only 26 per cent of 
western Germans claim to feel 
worse off — the rest living as they 
did before unification. In eastern 
Germany, 51 per cent consider 
themselves to be better off now. 

Allensbach places much of the 
responsibility with the authorities 
for this seemingly unjustified de- 
cline in willingness to make sacri- 
fices. “It is remarkable how little 
attention has been paid by politi- 
cians to the question of how to 
motivate western Germans to 
make greater sacrifices,” it wrote. 


According to the report, part of 
the difficulty lies in the fact that 
for much of the post-war period in 
western Germany, a sense of dis- 
tance between the citizen and the 
state was carefully nurtured; patri- 
otism was eradicated. “Such tem- 
perance towards the idea of the 
nation is all very well in normal, 
undemanding periods, but not at a 
time of historical challenge,” says 
the institute.

Thompson | 
retires 
after failure 


DALEY THOMPSON, who won 
two Olympic gold medals in the 
decathlon and at one point was 
unbeaten in the event for almost a 
decade, yesterday failed in his 
last-minute attempt to make this 
year’s Games in Barcelona and 
announced his retirement from 
athletics. 


Seventeen years of 
unparallelled achievement in the 
toughest event of all came to an 
abrupt and ae gm end after just 
five seconds of the first event in 
the 100 metres, in the decathlon 
at Crystal Palace age when 
he pulled up with a torn ham- 
string. 


In front of just 
a oa and. a grou 
children not even old enough to 
remember him in his prime, the 
aber 33-year-old all-rounder 

obbled away from his first and 
last decathlon in England to 
admit: “that’s it — the end of my 
international career.”’ 

But as the disappointment that 
he will not be going to a record 
fifth Olympics and the realisation 
that he will never compete again 
in the big-time subsided, the 
British athlete summoned up his 
old cheeky smile to say: “I 
wouldn’t have changed a thing in 
my career. What I always enjoyed 
about it more than anything else 
is that I ——— to brighten up 
sabe lives. I think I spread a 
ittle happiness.”’ 

After three false starts yester- 
day he shot away from the blocks 
in the 100 metres against opposi- 
tion who had been specially 
brought together to give him one 
last shot, and was leading when 
his hamstring went at half-way. 
Suddenly, he pulled up sharply in 
his stride, with a grimace on his 
face and fell to the floor, holding 
his hamstring in agony.

helped from the track by coach 
Frank Dick and a physiotherapist, 
the greatest of careers ended in 
the Cystal Palace injury clinic.

CHANNEL 4 yesterday announced it will be screening live 
Italian first division football on Sunday .afternoons from Sep- 
tember 6th, thereby providing another counter-attraction to the 
League of Ireland at a time when live cross-channel soccer had 
been confined to satellite channels due to the recent BSkyB deal 
with the English FA.

Maolfhébhail, found in north 
Connaught is a distinct sept from 
that of Donegal, and it is likely 
that it was from this sept that Fr. 
Patrick Lavelle, ‘the Patriot Priest 
of Partry’ descended. He was 
born in 1825 in a a town- 
land traversing the foothills of 
Croagh Patrick, not far from 
Louisburgh. Though his father 
was the fourth generation of 
Lavelles to rent 25 acres there, no 
Lavelle is to be found in Owners 
= Land oS One Acre and 
Jpwards (1876). After his ordina- 
tion at Maynooth, where he had a 
distinguished academic career, he 
was appointed Professor of Phil- 
osophy in the Irish College in 
Paris in 1854. The rector of the 
College, Dr. John Miley, was 
peeved at Lavelle getting the job, 
as he had favoured the appoint- 
ment of a substitute lecturer 


whom he had already employed. 
Increased conflict between the 
two men led to the emergence of 
Lavelle’s underlying disposition 
towards militancy fired by a quick 
temper. Matters disimproved, 
with Lavelle constantly trailing 
the rector about the college 
whistling at him, this being one of 
the greatest insults that could be 
directed at a person in France. 
After Paris Fr. Lavelle was sent 
to the Co. Mayo parish of 
Ballyovey where he found that he 
had inherited a and 
five schools established under the 
control of the Irish Church Mis- 
sions Society. These schools 
taught scripture-readers, and were 
a grave concern to Lavelle and to 
the bishops. The: had the 
active support of the Church of 
Ireland Bishop of Tuam, Achonry 
and Killala, Thomas, 2nd Baron 
Plunket. Although ostensibly for 
other reasons, the Bishop evicted 
68 people from his estate in South 
Mayo in 1860 for not sending 
their children to these schools, 


and for supporting Fr. Lavelle’s 
vigorous campaigning. From the 
Partry evictions there ensued 
many litigations — for non- 
payment of rent, for libel, and for 
assault. One of these arose from 
an alleged assault on Fr. Lavelle 
by a Protestant clergyman, who 
had insulted Lavelle by address- 
ing him as ‘Father’. Indeed Fr. 
Lavelle had been accused of 
assaulting his own parishioners 
when they did not do his bidding, 
and on one occasion he was taken 
to court. 

Finally Bishop Plunket left his 
residence at Moore Hall to reside 
at his Palace in Tuam, where he 
died three years later. Fr. Lavelle. 
was appointed Parish Priest of the: 
wealthier parish of Cong. where 
his fighting spirit left him. He 
died there in 1886. BALLYOVEY 
is from Baile Obha, earlier 
Odhbha, where obha may mean 4: 
mound. PARTRY, which gives 
name to the Partry Mountains, is 
from Partraf, the name of an early 
population group.

O BACK 20 years and 
G the threads of the 

changes that have 
fundamentally altered the 
tapestry of contemporary 
working life start to become 
visible. The 70s were a time 
of economic upheaval which 
hit traditional businesses and 
big industrial employers 
alike. Companies closed, 
thousands of. jobs were lost 
and words like ‘‘redun- 
dancy’’ and ‘“‘long-term 
unemployed” began their 
insidious advance into 
‘ everyday vocabulary. 


But with the old order 
breaking down new patterns 
began to emerge in the 
workplace. Hi-tech industries 
and the services sector became 
the darlings of the 80s. The 
number of two-income families 
grew, and increasing numbers of 
permanent and pensionable jobs 
‘ were replaced by service con- 
tracts and sub-suppliers. 

The changing order may have 
played havoc with traditional job 
security but-it is also responsible 
for creating a new breed of 
entrepreneur willing to provide 
services or operate as a sub- 
contractor to cost-conscious 
companies anxious to contain 
their overheads. . 

The pickings were potentially 
rich for those who could make a 
success of things — not neces- 
sarily just in hard cash but also 
in terms of job satisfaction and 
personal fulfilment. 

But while those who make the 
decision to change lanes might 
appear to be taking a huge leap 
into the unknown, personncl 
consultant Brian Walsh main- 
tains that such leaps are usually 
less dramatic than they seem. 

“In my experience the switch 
is rarely as radical as it looks on 
the surface. It is usually related 
in some way to the person’s 
background and skills, even 
though they may be using them 
in quite a different way,” he 
says. 

“This is certainly the pattern 
among those who change careers 
from their late 20s on. There are, 
of course, instances of younger 
people making quite dramatic 
switches. But where a person 
has a career track record there is 
usually a link between the ex- 
perience gained and the new 
direction they choose.” 


Professor Joyce O’Connor,: 


director of the National College 
of Industrial Relations and an 
authority on entrepreneurship, 
' gays that personal rather than 
economic factors tend to be the 
prime motivating force behind 
those making a major job move. 

“The decision to change 
careers is bound up with 
intrinsic issues about control and 
balance in one’s life. It’s also 
about restrictions and being 
unhappy with outside constraints 
and pressures,”’ she says. 

Career breaks, which allow 
people to sample a different type 
of employment from relatively 
safe ground, have become an 
important stepping stone for 
those thinking of changing jobs. 
This was the route chosen by Lir 
Chocolates’ marketing director 
Mary White. She took a career 
break from her job as an archi- 
tectural technician with the 
National Building Agency to set 
up Lir with accountancy teacher 
Connie Doody, who was equally 
anxious to do oe differ- 
ent. 

“Connie had already started 
making chocolates at home be- 
fore I joined her and, like me, 
she was looking for moral sup- 
port to make the complete 
break,” says White. ‘“‘I had been 
thinking about a change for over 
a year but I was afraid to quit 
my job in case I couldn’t find 
something else to do. We got 
together in 1986 and the business 
started from Connie’s kitchen. 
Now we have our own factory, 
we employ 15 people and we 
can’t meet the demand for our 
product. To be honest, we 
haven’t had time to look back.” 

When Frances Stearn finished 
her nursing training at St Vin- 
cent’s Hospital she took a 
number of postgraduate courses 
on the assumption that she was 
going to nurse for life. The 
chance reading of an Aer Lingus 
advertisement for hostesses 
prompted her to apply although 
she did not expect to be called 
for interview.

“To my absolute horror I was 
offered a place and after the 
shock wore off I began to see it 
as an opportunity to travel,”’ she 
says. A year later she joined the 
Aer Lingus recruitment subsi- 
diary PARC to set up its medical 
recruitment division, and spent 
10 years with the company 
selecting staff for its interna- 
tional hospital projects. 

Stearn then moved to Jurys 
hotel as an assistant general 
manager before becoming man- 
aging director of Top 
Secretaries. She now runs her 
own recruitment agency, Stearn 
& Associates, which ‘specialises 
in placing secretarial, sales and 
marketing personnel. 

“I always hankered to do my 
own thing although my timing 
wasn’t very good as I started 
bang in the middle of a 
recession. But I’m a very deter- 
mined person and I tend to stick 
at things until I get them right. 
My aim is to stay small and to 
provide clients with a really 
good service.” 


HE ARTS seem to 
F offer the perfect anti- 
| dote to the “rat race” 
for many. For example, the 
director of the National 
Association for Youth 
Drama, Eilis Mullan, is a 
former university administra- 
tor now on a three year 
career break from the 
Faculty of Agriculture in 
UCD. 


She describes the move as “‘a 
jump from a nice comfortable 
office with a good view and all 
the necessary equipment to pov- 
erty. with a, shared desk and. no 
certainty that our grant will be 
renewed from year to year”. 

Tom Coghlan, administrator of 
TEAM, the theatre education 
group, joined a Dublin-based 
architectural practice when he 
left school, with the intention of 
becoming an architect. He never 
completed his studies and subse- 
quently spent some time design- 
ing fitted kitchens »efore “‘decid- 
ing at the age of 35 that there 
has to be more to life than this”, 
he says. 

He convinced his wife (then 
the full-time mother of four) that 
they should sell their house to 
provide money to live on while 
he became a full-time student on 
UCD’s arts administration 
course. 

Having finished the course 
Coghlan joined the Rough Magic 
theatre company on job place- 
ment, working in administration 
and as assistant production 
manager. New to the business, 
he found it difficult to find 
continuous work and at one 
point spent three unhappy 
months on the dole. “These 
were quite worrying times and 
you really feel the phone will 
never ring again,” he says. 

He joined TEAM as tour 


night. We did a lot of syndicate 
lending in which we were ‘the 
lead’ bank dealing. with darge 
multinational companies. 


“It was an extremely tough 


- environment in every respect. If 


you decided to go home at five 
in the evening you’d be slagged 
for taking a half day even though 
you were there from before 8 
am. However, the experience 
was invaluable and I was razor 
Sharp by the time they’d put me 
through all the hoops,” she says. 


Although her career path at 
UIB showed promise (she was 
the first woman manager in cor- 
porate banking) O’Byrne says 
she began to find herself wonder- 
ing what the job was all about. 
“I felt big banking was to do 
with men and money and not 
much else and I couldn’t really 
get a handle on where I fitted 
into the picture. I was like a 
Square peg in a round hole and I 
knew I had to reshape my life. 
The question was how.”’ 


O’Byrne had already started a 
small creche and nursery, but as 
it had a professional staff she 
knew there was no room for her 
there full-time. She was then 
asked by a former client to 
exercise her financial skills on a 
management buy-out for Dublin

manager and became administra- 
tor 18 months ago. “I think you 
have to be slightly insane to do 
what I did and you need your 
spouse to be slightly insane as 
well,” he says.

You make a plan, 
not to achieve it, but to see how 
much you deviate from it. I see 
friends who completed architec- 
ture and have no jobs because 
it’s tough times in their industry. 
Of course there are bad patches 
when money might be tight, but 
at least you’re empowered. to 
make your own decisions,” he 
Says. 

For Martha O’Byrne, joint 
managing director of the clothing 
company Blooming, there was 
no career break and no breathing 
space to test the water before 
she quit her job as a senior 
executive with the Ulster 
Investment Bank in 1985. 

A graduate in management, 
she spent three years with the 
ICC before moving to UIB 
which, she says, “was a serious 
jump in at the deep end. I went 
from dealing with numbers 
which had two zeros on the end 
to numbers with six zeros over- 


Plywood and Veneer company. 
This accomplished, she became 
(and remains) finance director of 
the company, where she spends 
a day each week. 

But the project which has 
absorbed most of her time since 
it was established in 1985 is the 
clothing company Blooming, set 
up to make attractive clothes for 
maternity wear and larger sizes. 
The idea was sparked off when 
her heavily pregnant sister-in-law 
found it impossible to find some- 
thing fashionable- to wear to 
O’Byrne’s wedding. The com- 
pany now employs 40 people and 
has a turnover in excess of £1 
million. 

O’Byrne is joint managing 
director with responsibility for 
finance. Her partner Barbara 
Connolly looks after the design 
end of the business. Apart from 
its shop in Clare Street, Bloom- 
ing has an outlet in Switzers and 
sells to a number of major UK 
stores including Harrods and 
Selfridges. Later this year 
Blooming’s second shop, Assets 
Plus, will open in Dublin’s South 
Frederick Street. 

“It’s not particularly easy to 
break from a secure environment

into the unknown,”’ admits 
O’Byrne. “No matter how suc- 
cessful you’ve been, your confi- 
dence drops when you're finally 
on your own. The decision pro- 
cess can be quite traumatic and 
it takes a while to get your 
bearings.” 


CCORDING to Colm 
A Cavey, director of the 

career management 
company Fletcher Hunt: 
‘*People make career 
changes for many different 
reasons. They’ come from 
different backgrounds — with 
different abilities and experi- 
ences and many feel they 
have lost direction,” he says. 


Fletcher Hunt helps its clients 
to re-orientate themselves by 
firstly appraising their careers. 
They are then assessed under 
headings such as inter-personal 
relationships, stress levels and 
management style. “We bring all 
the information together and 
look at how best a person’s 
strengths can be. utilised to 
maximise their potential, ” says 
Cavey. 

According to Brian Walsh, 
employers need to become more 
open to lane changers. “‘Com- 
panies tend to have -very. ‘set 
ideas about the sort. of ‘people 
they want to employ. -F’m. not 
suggesting that they. . should 
choose someone: with a wildly 
divergent career... But -in. our 
experience, those with “strong 
skills in a certain field may have 
aptitudes in other areas which 
can be brought out very success- 
fully,” he says. 

The Shannon-based aircraft 
leasing company GPA is gen- 
erally considered to be one of 
Ireland’s most entrepreneurially 
managed companies, and it is 
interesting to note that a number 
of its senior executives 
non-traditional career. paths. 
Chief commerical officer Sean 
Donlon is a former senior. dip- 
lomat, while the head of GPA 
Technologies, Niall Greene. took 
a 3% year break from. the 
aviation industry to become 
chief executive of the Youth 
Employment Agency. 

In a seminal study produced in 
the early 80s, Joyce O’Connor 
and Mary Lyons identified eight 
characteristics common .to Irish 
entrepreneurs. Chief among 
them was their need for control, 
independence and achievement. 
They were also those willing to 
take a calculated risk. 

“Venture ideas are rarely 
arrived at by accident or coinci- 
dence,” says O’Connor. “In the 
majority of cases, ideas are the 


. result of a deliberate search by 


the entrepreneur. The main 
source of ideas tends to be 
previous employment, which 
provides a valuable source of 
information and contacts.”

The student loan market is worth around £20 million. John McManus reports on what can become a serious problem 


It’s a debt trap for Irish students 


‘ IOBHAN is_hassled. 
Twenty-two years old, 
she has a degree, a post- 
graduate qualification, and 
debts of more than £3,000. 


Her two loans, of £1,500 each 
from AIB and Bank of Ireland, 
are guaranteed by her parents 
and were for ‘maintenance’ 
while she was at college. One of 
the banks is now looking for its 
loan to be repaid. It has sent 
three letters in one week to her 
parents’ house. The other loan 
does not fall due until October. 
She is behind on repayments for 
the first loan, but the bank wants 
her to at least cover the interest, 
which is about £50 a month. 
Siobhan is unemployed. 

“When I go to the bank I am 
made feel like a silly girl who 
has overspent her weekly allow- 
ance,” she says. : 

Silly girl or not, Siobhan has 
serious problem, and with 
graduate unemployment on the 
rise she is not the only one. The 
banks will not give detailed 

about the amount of 
money they lend to students but, 
according to Vincent Fagan, 
student officer at the Bank of 
Ireland in College Green, 
Dublin, which’ serves Trinity 
a the majority of students 
will rrow money from the 
banks at some point in their 
studies. 

Most do not borrow as much 
as Siobhan, according to Fagan. 
Their loans are more commonly 
in the region of £500 to tide them 
‘Over until grant cheques arrive 
Or to finance working holidays in 
the United States and Europe. 

An independent survey of 
student debt, in which 1,038 


Students at three universities 
across the State were _inter- 
viewed, showed that more than 
50 per cent of students have 
borrowed money by the time 
they leave college. More than 
half of the loans were for more 
than £500 pounds. One in five 
was for more than £1,000 accord- 
ing to the survey, which was 
conducted b young Fine Gael at 
a lege Dublin, Uni- 
peg Be Limerick and Univer- 
si llege Cork. 


tudents usually take larger 
loans to pay their fees. John’s 
story is a typical one. He has 
just left college owing more than 
£3,000 that he borrowed to pa 
his fees. In a few months he will 
have to start paying the bank 
back. He thinks he will have to 
emigrate to Canada in order to 
do so. If he gets a job in Ireland 
and is able to stay he will be 
trying to pay off this debt while 
on a starting salary in the region 
of £11,000 to £13,000, according 
to the Higher Education 
Authority. 

Students are forced into debt 
for other reasons besides having 
to pay their fees. Some grant 
authorities are notoriously late 
with sending out grant cheques, 
according to Fagan. A student 
starting college in October might 
not receive his cheque until 
November. Students on grants 
are unlikely to have access to 
any other sources of funds and 
have little option but to try to 
borrow money from the banks. 

Students who are on grants 
and have to repeat a year do not 
get.a grant for that year. If they 
take out a loan they may have 
trouble Paying it back. 

A student who has a part-time 


job is the exception rather than 
the rule, says Alistair Iutherdal 
of the Union of Students in 
Ireland. As a result Irish stud- 
ents cannot supplement their 
incomes with part-time work to 
the same extent as they do in 
other European countries that 
have similar numbers of third 
level students. 

The poor student job scene is 
one of the driving forces behind 
the mass exodus of Irish stud- 
ents to the United States and 
Europe each summer. Even 
these trips have to be financed 
and, once again, the students 
have to turn to the banks for 
money — the so-called ‘J1” 
loan, named after the student 
work visas given by the US 
government each year. 

The debt culture among Irish 
Students is further exacerbated 
by the fact that many parents 
who want to send their children 
to third level education will find 
themselves having to finance 
more than one student at a time. 

The banks look favourably on 
making loans to final year stud- 
ents who have younger brothers 
and sisters also at college, says 


_— 
e student loan market is 
very attractive to the banks. 
According to the HEA there are 
currently 76,000 students in 
higher education. On the basis of 
the independent -survey figure of 
55 per cent of students — 
loans — at an average of 
each, according to the banks — 
this represents a student loan 
market of at least £20 million. 
The third level colleges are 
also very valuable recruiting 
grounds for future customers, 
and this is the real reason banks 


target students, according to 
AIB. “We only break even on 
our student banking, we see it as 
a long-term investment,” says 

O’Connor, a spokesman 
for the bank. 

The value of the student to the 
banks is reflected in the lengths 
to which they go to get student 
business and also the competi- 
tion between the banks for the 
franchise to set up a bank on 


campus. 
_ Several colleges have given 


one bank the exclusive right to 
set up a branch on the campus. 
The colleges are reluctant to say 
exactly what deals they came to 
with the banks over franchise 
rights. According to Barry 
Keogh, head of student services 
at Dublin City University, the 
AIB, which has the campus 
franchise, has made a large con- 
tribution to the college’s new 
sports and social centres. 

Bank of Ireland contributed to 
the new mall built at the Univer- 
sity of Limerick, where it has 
the franchise, and towards the 
student bar at UCD, where it 
also has the franchise. The stud- 
ents have no say in these trans- 
actions but, according to the 
bursar of UCD, Tony Bennett, 
there is — inherently unjust 
in this. “In the long term the 
college is run for. the benefit of 
the students; any benefit to the 
college ultimately benefits the 
students.” 

In the short term the students 
pay the same rate of interest on 
their loans as other borrowers. 
The Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation and some unions 
have been able to negotiate 
special deals with building 
societies for their members. 


These usually involve the provi- 
sion of loans at interest rates 
that are less than normal. 

More than two thirds of stud- 
ents would move their bank 
accounts to another bank offer- 
ing lower interest rates on 
student loans, the Young Fine 
Gael survey found. USI says it 
has made several approaches to 
the banks about organising such 
a scheme for students but the 
banks have not responded. 

However, USI makes the 
point that while they would 
welcome cheaper loans, “‘it’s not 
the solution — getting people 
into debt is not the answer’’. 

Students who are short of 
money and do not want to, or 
cannot, borrow from the banks, 
have only two options: charity

estroyers within the workplace 


The : He or she 
constantly complains that others 
are not up to scratch. They are 
rude and unhelpful when things 
go wrong and tend to issue 
orders rather than ask for things. 
They expect results — fast — 
and rule by fear. At a senior 
management level this individual 
hires and fires at will, irrespec- 
tive of employees’ feelings/ 
morale or recruitment budgets. 


Hamilton Philips concludes 
that the origin of the essor’s 
personality traits is probably be- 
cause he/she was disapproved of 
or rejected by parents, a teacher 
or other figures of authority. 
And, long after the original 
targets are met by the team, the 
aggressive behaviour pattern 
continues. 


The Ego : He/she is 
usually an optimist with great 
expectations but desperately 
seeks approval. A fear of rejec- 
tion causes the ego tripper to 
remind people how wonderful he 


or she is. Conversations are 
usually laced with ‘I’ and ‘we’ 
rather than ‘we’ and ‘us’. 

The ego tripper strives to live 
up to historical parental expecta- 
tions well into adult life. Fear of 
failure underlies many of this 
person’s motives. 


The Cold Fish: This character 
does not give much away via 
facial expressions and is quite 
difficult to read or interpret, 
He/she has an acute lack of 
sensitivity towards other people 
and usually comes from a lonely 
background where shyness is a 
key characteristic. 

The chologist’s verdict is 
that this. eaten: was probably 
deprived of affection when 
— He/she probably suffers 
rom loneliness and could have 
been bullied as a child, and is 
usually a voracious reader to 
compensate for the lack of 
human contact. 


The Meddler: He/she tends to

The Bully: He/she is a tough- 
minded individual with low emo- 
tional control, subject to tem- 
ramental outbursts. The bully 
as : tendency to use other 
ple, especially as scapegoats. 
The individual looks ter Wabhet 
people to dominate, but a dee 
insecurity means that he/she will 
back down if confronted. Emo- 
tional immaturity inhibits devel- 
— of meaningful relation- 


ships. 
Psychologist’s verdict: This 
individual could have _ experi- 
enced rejection early in life. The 
bully also finds it difficult to 


prove him/herself. He or she 
may also have been dominated 
bY a forceful character in early 
ife. 


The Obsessive: 
repetitive, decisive and impatient 
person, who is driven by and 
wants perfection. This person is 
governed by rules and regula- 
tions, which are unfairly im- 
posed upon others. The 
blinkered vision’ approach of 
this individual restricts creativity 
in team problem solving. 

Psychologist’s verdict: This 
individual probably had a chaotic 
and perhaps even erratic child- 
hood where repetitive almost 
ritualistic bahaviour introduced 
order as 0 to creativity. 

The Political Manipulator: 
He/she is superficially charming 
to get his or her own way. 
Manipulators tend to be very 
oa at giving artificial smiles. 

y are prone to being devious 
and secretive, giving nothing 
away. They garner information, 
but are reluctant to share it, 


He/she is a 


unless it is of direct personal 
benefit. They need to control 
others, build cliques and con- 
Stantly operate cover ups. 
Psychologist’s verdict: A 
natural predisposition for devi- 
ousness allows the political 
manipulator to learn to play 
people off one another early in 
ife, beginning with parents and 
uating onto teachers and key 
gures in the workplace. They 
tend to feel threatened and are 
afraid of being found out as not 
cutting the mustard. 
Siobhan Hamilton Philips told 
Working and Living that the 
above traits tend to common 


in most teams and can have a’ 


disastrous effect on them. “Just 
one could disrupt the team, two 
would be a total disaster.” She 
recommends psychometric 
testing as a good way of helping 
to avoid getting a potentially 
lethal cocktail of characters. 
Such testing, she said, would 
create the correct dynamic bal- 
ance. 


Graduate prospects ‘worst for years’ 


HE JOB prospects for 
this year’s crop of 


graduates — all 11,000 
of them — are the worst for 
many years, according to 
careers officers in colleges 
and universities. Most 
Campuses report a substantial 
drop in milk round visits by 
employers, as well as in the 
numbers of students 
recruited. 


The continuing recession in 
the UK, the favourite destination 
for emigrating Irish graduates, is 
compounding the problem. In 
addition, the jobs market in 
other traditional destinations for 
emigrants such as Canada and 
Australia has all but dried up. 

However, the picture is not 
completely bleak. Some em- 
ployers are reported to be “‘hold- 
ing their fire’ in anticipation of 
an upturn in the economy. 
Salaries for those graduates who 
have found jobs have held up 


because of keen competition be- 


tween employers for top-notch 
graduates or those with certain 
specialist skills. 

And although recruitment of 
engineers and accountants is 
down an estimated 20 to 30 _ 
cent over last year, the perfor- 
mance of some areas, notably 
the food sector, has been heart- 
ening. 

Teaching, too, has made 
something of a comeback al- 
though most of the jobs available 
here are temporary, part-time or 
based overseas. 


Many students won’t get down 
to serious job-hunting until 
they’ve received their exam 
results and summer is out of the 
way, so it is probably too early 
to write off this year completely. 
However, the unemployment 
rate among this year’s college- 
leavers is certain to rise from the 


last available official figure for 
1990’s graduates, of whom just 5 
per cent said they were seekin 

work a year after finishing third- 
level education. 

Companies had less need to 
visit the universities this year, 
and those that did come had 
fewer jobs on offer, according to 
Eric Guiry of the careers service 
in TCD. “A lot of employers 
were just about —— in this 
time,”” he says. About 100 firms 
made a milk round visit to the 
college this year, down 10 per 
cent on 1991. 

The fall-off in demand was 
most marked among UK em- 
ployers. This market was “more 
difficult than expected”, accord- 
ing to Peter Keane of the careers 
service in UCG. Keane points 
out that British universities and 
polytechnics will this year 
produce a record 144,000 gradu- 
ates to compete on a market in 
which the number of job vacan- 
cies has halved in the past two 
years. 

Unemployment among UK 
graduates this year is expected 
to average about 10 per cent, 
with little sign of an improve- 
ment until 1993. “Unlike the last 
downturn, this recession has hit 
real growth areas for graduates 
such as retailing, computers and 
the south-east of England,” says 
Pat Raderecht of the Central 
Services Unit, which advertises 
current vacancies for graduates. 

These difficulties have caused 
knock-on problems for Irish 
graduates, especially in comput- 
ing, banking and civil engineer- 
ing, according to Nicholas 
Leonard of the careers office in 
UCC. Irish employers have also 
taken a more cautious approach. 
‘For example, it was only in the 
last few years that the banks set 
up a proper graduate recruitment 
programme and each took on 
about 30 to 40 Ba a annually. 
But this year the numbers are

down virtually to zero,” he says. 

Other large ‘employers to cut 
their graduate intake this year 
include Guinness and Smurfit, 
both of which are recruiting only 
in small numbers. MF Kent 
cancelled its milk round 
appointments, and Digital came 
to the colleges late, and then 
only to fill a few specialist 
vacancies. 

Among continental European 
companies, both Philips and 
Siemens scaled down their 
capemeetiag requirements. 
“There was nothing much from 
France, and Germany fell back 
as a result of problems stemming 
from unification,” said Guiry. 
However, Italian employers 
showed increasing interest in 
Irish graduates, especially in 
engineers for the aerospace 
industry, he said. 


After several slack years, the - 


demand for teachers has finally 
improved, although not more 
than one graduate in 20 can 
expect to walk straight into a 

rmanent job. “The prospects 
or teachers look set to continue 
improving, though there will still 


be great difficulties gettin r-. 


manent, pensionable jobs. There 
are plenty of vacancies in the 
Middle Est and in the UK, 
especially in science and 
religion, but most graduates 
seems to prefer a temporary post 
here,” says Guiry. 

The demand for teachers of 
English as a foreign language Is 
also strong. 

The large accountancy firms 
have cut their intake by about a 
third, according to Nicholas 
Leonard, although collectively 
this sector is still the biggest 
graduate recruiter in Irish busi- 
ness. Star performer this year is 
the food sector; many companies 
here, such as Kerry and 
Avonmore, have actuall 
stepped up recruitment, and U

firms such as Northern Foods | 


and Unigate have shown interest 
in Irish graduates. 

The most direct result of the 
jobs squeeze has been an 
increase in the size and variety 
of all s of post-graduate 
courses. The shorter, vocational 
courses have expanded fastest, 
in areas as diverse as librarian- 
-_ public relations, business 
and computing for arts gradu- 
ates. However, these courses, 


no more than any others, pro-: 


vide no guarantee of a job — in 


one college, only three people 
have thus far found work from a 
class of 55 post-graduate diploma 
students. 

In spite of the over-supply of 
graduates, companies are still 
experiencing difficulties recruit- 
ing quality staff, especially in the 
service and engineering sectors, 
according to Roly Cockman of 
the Association of Graduate 
Recruiters in the UK. “If people 
cast their net widely enough, 
there are jobs,” says Cockman, 
pointing out that some UK com- 


panies — “not the blue-chip 
ones” — failed to. receive a 
single application from graduates 
this year. 

Graduates who revise their 
expectations and persevere in 
the search for a job are likely to 
be rewarded, according to Eric 
Guiry. 

“After all, companies have to 
keep their systems going, even 
when times are hard. Otherwise, 
their choice of middle manage- 
ment will be limited later on,” 
Cockman says.

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To judge or not to judge 


LMOST two-thirds of 
A firms in Ireland moni- 

tor staff performance 
but only one in five tells 
personnel how they are 
doing, a new survey has 
revealed. And only half of 
those carrying out perfor- 
mance appraisal are properly 
trained to do so. 


The survey shows that there 
has been a large increase in the 
use of performance appraisal, 
which entails assessing staff per- 
formance, or potential, over the 
past 20 years. Of the 70 firms 
examined (employing 80,000 
people or per cent of the 
workforce), 43 said they 
Operated appraisal schemes. 


However, Gerry McMahon, a 
lecturer in labour relations at the 
College of Commerce in Rath- 
mines, Dublin, and co-author of 
the survey, says “lack of train- 
ing of the appraisers and a lack 
of feedback to employees after- 
wards was very frightening and

leaves a lot to be desired, he 
insists. ““A number of organisa- 
tions do not disclose the results 
of the appraisal and some do not 
even interview the people they 
are appraising. The interview 
technique was, however, the 
most common form of method 
used, yet just over one-third 
prepare staff for the interview by 
giving them an appraisal form to 


— ete.” 
cMahon says that just sitting 
down with people to interview 
them about their job_perfor- 
mance requires considerable 
tact. A lack of training in this 
area, he says, could destroy a 
person’s motivation and com- 
mitment to the organisation. 
“Performance appraisal must 
be done in an open and objective 
way,” he stresses, ‘“‘because if 
you. destroy someone’s motiva- 
tion it will have very: serious 
implications for your business.” 
McMahon says it is not a good 
idea to “attack”’ an employee at 
an appraisal interview. Instead, 
you should praise individuals in 
the areas in which they are doing 
well and ask them how they 
think they are doing in other 


d 


areas, proceeding from _ there. 

Firms use performance 
appraisal for a variety of differ- 
ent reasons, the survey found. 
Over 30 companies cited feed- 
back on ormance, 25 said 
they did it to improve future 
performance, and 24 said they 
used it to agree key objectives 
for the future. Only nine men- 
tioned that they used it to iden- 
tify training and development 
needs and only two said it was 
used to assess a staff member’s 
potential. 

Nine companies said they used 
it to help them decide on salary 
reviews. McMahon points to 
recent research evidence from 
the United States, however, 
which reveals considerable 
opposition to performance- 
related pay schemes and an 
absence to date of a satisfactory 
system. He says that in Britain 
most researchers believe now 
that pay-related performance 
— are not the “miracle 

rug’’ that some _ personnel 
managers seem to think they are. 

Multinationals are to the fore 
on staff appraisal but McMahon 
says that small and medium 


sized companies and the public 
sector “are most remiss in this 
area’’. 

He says that of the 216 staff 
categories involved in the 
Organisations surveyed, around 
16 per cent were not appraised 
at all. “These are mainly skilled 
and unskilled manual workers — 
a factor which may be attribut- 
able to managerial apathy or 
trade union opposition, or indeed 
to a combination of these and 
related factors.” 

McMahon believes that _per- 
formance appraisal, if carried out 
properly and openly, can only be 
of benefit to organisations and is 
a part of good management prac- 
tice. He says it should also be 
introduced in the public sector. 
“There is a lack of professional 
management in parts of the pub- 
lic and private sectors,” he says. 
‘““Any management which wants 
to introduce it can do so.” 

He says that managements say 
unions would object to its intro- 
duction, but that this is only an 
excuse. ‘“‘Unions would not 
object to performance appraisal 
if the pay element was not 
involved,’””» McMahon concluded.

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HOW I RUN IT 


Peter McCarthy of A 
The ballpoint pen 1s mi; 


Prestige pen manufacturer AT Cross 
has been in business in the United 
States for almost 150 years. For the 
past 20 it has had an Irish plant, based 
in Ballinasloe, Co Galway. Chief 
Executive Peter McCarthy tells OLIVE 
KEOGH how a multi-national can still 
maintain family values in the workplace 


hospitality at Hayden’s hotel in Ballinasloe which 

convinced AT Cross executives to locate their plant in 
Galway. Presumably the IDA, which was offering grant aid 
and a brand new factory, must also take some of the credit. 
But, regardless of who clinched the deal, AT Cross has since 
become a major employer in the region and a significant 
contributor to the local economy. 


The AT Cross plant opened with a handful of employees in 
January 1973. After three years it employed 96 people and today the 
workforce stands at 370. Turnover for 1992 will be in the region of 
US$40 million (£22.6 million) and 93 per cent of the company’s 
Output is destined for export. 

Although ostensibly a multinational corporation with worldwide 
markets, AT Cross has remained very much a family owned and run 
company. Started by a British emigrant to the United States in the 
mid-1840s, the company was bought in 1916 by the Boss family, who 
are still closely involved. They remain the principal shareholders and ne 
continue to hold senior management positions in the US$220 million eon ue di 
(£125 million) turnover corporation. oe 

The reporting lines between Ballinasloe and the AT Cross base in 
the state of Rhode Island are short, chief executive Peter McCarthy 
working directly to the company’s president. McCarthy’s immediate 
team is equally small, consisting of two key executives responsible 
for the day-to-day running of the Irish plant. “The bigger 
management group, which would include the marketing division, is 
seven. But for the purposes of running the factory, which is my main

One of the biggest changes that McCarthy has seen in his time at 
Ballinasloe has been the way in which the retail trade operates. 
“There has been a huge drive towards reducing inventory across the 


task, my key team comprises just two people,” he says. 

McCarthy’s outgoing personality sits well with the AT Cross 
corporate culture, which promotes a friendly, family-like ethos within 
its ranks. There are awards for service, and a high proportion of the 
Ballinasloe workforce has been with the company for over 10 years. 

McCarthy’s management style is informal and this spills over into 
the factory, where the atmosphere is relaxed with a good rapport 
between management and those on the production lines. After 17 
years at the helm, McCarthy has an easy familiarity with the job, 
which is reflected in a calm manner likely to be ruffled only if he 
feels people are being small-minded. 

““We’ve tried to maintain a family atmosphere here so there are no 
massive clocking-in-or-out procedures. If people are constantly under 
surveillance you spend a lot of time keeping records, which might be 
excellent — but that’s not what we’re supposed to be doing. We 
expect people to take responsibility for their work and for its quality 
and to reject something if they are not happy with it,” he says. 

“I see my role as removing obstacles to people doing their jobs. I 
like them to do their best. I believe in being clear about what I’m 
looking for and then I leave them to it. If you sit on people you end 


board,” he says. “The retailers have been cutting back, ordering less 
although more frequently, almost on the just-in-time principle.

provide a good service.”’ 

McCarthy is in no doubt that it is customers who keep AT Cross in 
business. “‘Customers equal jobs and uriless we address their needs 
we won’t have any,” he .says. “In Ireland there seems to be an 
inbuilt feeling about a person’s ‘right’ to a job. This in tufn creates 
an obligation om*someone to provide it. But the people demanding 
jobs don’t seem, to think that the person seeking employment and the 


provider should be one and the same. They expect Government: or | 


somebody else to come up with: the jobs. for’ them. 


“The Government’ can help, of course, by providing the’right sort -- 


of training to’ suit.thé ‘Marketplace. They can also: help - by. kick- 
starting industrial. or other projects. which: ‘need. .it. But by 
perpetuating the dole mentality they are ruining this country,” says

which. he is'a past president, and the Confederation of Irish Industry, 


up doing the job yourself. I think a chief executive should actually 
‘do’ very little. The job is about thinking and planning and keeping in 
‘touch with what’s happening. I think people should have an 
Opportunity to complain and I’ve been chewed out of it at times as a 
result. But if you deal with criticism you have to be prepared to 
accept it,” he says. 

Although US-owned, the Irish company operates as an indepen- 
dent unit. “We naturally have to perform to meet our targets, but 
generally we’re left alone to get on with doing things our way,” says 
McCarthy. “In the early years there was a lot of coming and going 
between the US and here. But with the operation up and running 
there is not the same need for close monitoring. There is plenty of 
contact — but no interference. Once our budget is set we have the 
liberty to achieve the targets as we wish.” 

As a company which conducts many aspects of its business in 
dollars, managing currency fluctuations is an ongoing task at AT 
Cross. However, McCarthy estimates that only about 30 per cent of 
the sale price is exposed to the vagaries of the dollar/punt exchange 
rate and he believes the company can live with this level. “Some 
years we win, some years we lose. But it has to take a back seat to 
actually doing business,” he says.

McCarthy returned to TWA when he left the army and. he also 
decided to further his education and enrolled in St John’s University 
in New York, from where he graduated in public accounting. Having 
moved up the ranks in TWA and spent two years commuting three 
hours a day in and out of New York, he decided it was time for a 
career change and moved “to the country” to join the large aircraft 
engine company Pratt & Whitney as a senior financial analyst. He 
spent three years with P & W before joining AT Cross in 1972. 

“Like most emigrants I felt a tremendous pull to come home. 
Admittedly, I had a good job and a nice house in the country but I 
was anxious to get back and our kids were at the age when it was 
still possible to move them,” he says. 

“I started looking for US companies moving to Ireland and made 
contact with a number of them, including AT Cross, who said they 
had all the staff they needed. However, when somebody dropped out 
they came back to me and I was sent to Ballinasloe as assistant to 
the man responsible for setting the plant up. He went home after 
three years and I became managing director.” 

Although McCarthy strongly supports the concept of the “AT 
Cross family”, he draws the line at playing Santa Claus at the annual 
Christmas party for children of employees. However, McCarthy and 
his wife personally choose all the gifts for the 160 children who 
attend. 

‘““We start shopping in October and it’s a bit of a nightmare as 
we try not to buy the same present two years in a row. My secretary 
prepares a list of names and ages and what the children got the 
previous year and we work from that. We make a bit of an effort to

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HE IRISH plant was originally established to provide a 

service to the European market. However, its areas of 

operation have since been extended to include Africa, 
the Middle East and latterly parts of the Far East, including 
Hong Kong, Singapore and some specialised products for 
Japan. 
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The company’s product range is aimed at the medium-to-upper end 
of the market for propelling pencils, fountain and ballpoint pens. 
According to McCarthy, the ballpoint is still king of the writing 
instruments, accounting for about 80 per cent of sales. 

AT Cross has captured a significant slice of the corporate gift 
market, which accounts for roughly 25 per cent of its business. This 
can be demanding work employing computer-aided design to produce 
the tiny corporate logos which are attached to the pen clasp. 

At the very top of the range it is possible to pay £1,000 for an AT 
Cross solid gold fountain pen. But McCarthy says that sales of these 
pens, primarily to the Middle East, have tailed off dramatically since 
the Gulf War. 

New trends in the international pen market include a fashion-led 
demand for coloured pen casings from those who believe in total 
colour co-ordination. AT Cross’s answer has been to add burgundy create a festive atmosphere and when Father Christmas arrives and 
and navy to its tradtional gold, chrome and matt black shells. you see the kids’ faces it’s all worth it!” he says. 
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
